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PREFACE 

TO THE PRESENT EDITION. 

. «•» 

The use of the Roman Missal in their vernacu¬ 
lar language seems scarcely to he appreciated by 
the laity. The Catholic mind, so habituated t6 
the Great Sacrifice of the New Law, feels, in the 
presence of the Atoning Victim, as if words or\ 
vocal prayers were needless, and union of mind 
and heart sufficient. There is much of truth and 
solid piety in this thought: and yet it will be 
found, that the approved language of the Church 
vill not unfrequently excite and sustain that 
piety. 

The great benefit, if not the principal end of 
the Liturgy, appears to be the daily application 
of the Great Sacrifice, in thanksgiving to God fbr 
his varied blessings, and in seeking his protection 
in the many difficulties to which we are so fre¬ 
quently exposed. 

The beautiful selection from the Sacred Scrip¬ 
ture with which the Missal is so filled, cannot fail 
to enlighten the attentive mind ; whilst the appro¬ 
priate Collects and other prayers which the

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Church has added, must console and strengthen 
the piety of her children. Indeed, the careful 
study of the Roman Missal wil). afford the sweet¬ 
est and most convincing testimony of the Divine 
economy in the establishment and protection of 
the Church. The Masses and ceremonies of Lent, 
Holy Week, Advent, and Quatuortence, furnish 
not only food for piety, but for deep religious in¬ 
struction ; whilst the Sundays and Movable Fes¬ 
tivals afford matter for the history of our Lord’s 
life, and of the formation and direction of the 
Church which is his Kingdom upon the Earth. 

In the edition now published, many Masses ap¬ 
pear for the first time in the American reprint. 
The Masses devoted to the Fridays of Lent, to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, and the various Festivals 
of the Blessed Virgin, as also of St. Alphonsus 
Liguori, will be found in the Appendix. The 
Calendar for each month is re-arranged, and a 
table of General Contents has been added. 

To understand the end and beauty of the Catho- 
lio Liturgy, there can be no more appropriate or 
practical book than the Roman Missal in the 
English language; and it is hoped that the pre¬ 
sent volume will fully satisfy the pious and in¬ 
quiring mind.

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INTRODUCE xON. 


ill the Scriptural parts which in the Original hitin tn • 
taken from the Vulgate f have, in this Edition been faith¬ 
fully compared with , and made literally conformable tc 
the received and approved Version of the Holy Scrip¬ 
tures , as revised ana edited, by the Right Rev. and Vcn 
Dr. Richard Chalioner , of learned and pious memory. 

Thk Prayers and portions of Holy Scripture, of which 
the Mas3, or Liturgy of the Catholic Church, is com¬ 
posed, are in part unalterably the same, and partly dif¬ 
ferent every day: those that are fixed and invariable, are 
contained in what is called the Ordinary of the Mass, 
from pages xv. to xlviii. inclusively ; and the change 
able or proper parts, (viz. the Introits, Collects, 
Epistles and Lessons, Graduals and Tracts, Gos¬ 
pels, Offertories, Secrets, Communions and Post¬ 
communions) form the subsequent contents of the book. 
But as the Prefaces are not so frequently subject to 
change, they follow each other in regular succession in 
the Ordinary. 

The Ecclesiastical Year, with respect to the Sundays 
and Moveable Feasts, commences with the first Sun¬ 
day of Advent, and closes on the Last Sunday after 
Pentecost; and with regard to the Festivals of the 
Saints, from the Feast of St. Andrew, the 30th of No¬ 
vember, to the Eve of the same Festival the year follow¬ 
ing, inclusively. 

In order therefore to find out the proper Mass of the 
day, look for that day of the month in the Calendar, op¬ 
posite to which may be seen a reference to the page 
wherein it is contained; and if a Double should fall on 
a Sunday, then the Mass of the Double is said insteaa 
of the Mass of the Sunday, except it be a Sunday of 
the first class, viz. the first Sunday of Advent or 
Lent, Passion, Palm, Easter, Whit, and Trinity 
Sundays : and ( the Sundays of the second class, which 
cannot be superseded, except by Doubles of the first 
class, are the ii. iii. and iv. of Advent, Septuagesima, 
8eijlgesima, and Quinquagesima. as also the ii. iii. and 
*▼. of Lent It mus' however be remarked that the 
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Gospels for Sundays ihus superseded by Doubles a.re 
never omitted, but always recited (instead of St. John s’ 
Gospel) at the end of Mass; and also that a Cominem- 
oration of the Sunday, by its proper Collect, Secret, 
and Postcommunion, is always made immediately after 
the Collect, &c. of the Festival. 

But as it sometimes happens that a Double is trans- 
ferred to a future vacant day, on account of the Octave 
of some festival of higher rank intervening, then the dif¬ 
ficulty of finding out such transferred festival, may be 
easily removed by consulting the Laity's Directory , pub¬ 
lished as a guide to the morning, as well as the evening 
service of the church. 

As references are frequently made to the Common of 
Saints , commencing at p. 459, to the Proper of Saints , 
beginning with p. 521, and continuing in regular pro¬ 
gression to the end of the Ecclesiastical Year; the read¬ 
er will find the Masses thus referred to, designated by 
numerical letters, from No. I. to XXI. inclusively ; Be 
it therefore observed, that on whatever day of the month 
these numerical references appear in the Calendar , or 
General Index, it denotes that the Mass thereof (having 
no proper parts assigned to it) is taken entirely from the 
Common Mass referred to: but should any exceptions 
occur, they are stated in a parenthesis. 

Commemorations are made by the addition of a Col¬ 
lect, Secret and Postcommunion, to those that are 
proper to the feast of the day. When therefore the word 
COLLECT, with an &c. annexed thereto, appears in 
the Rubrics, the &c. denotes that its proper Secret and 
Postcommunion are also comprehended.

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SUMMARY OF THE RUBRICS. 


L Tl.e Mass consists of several portions, some ot which 
are always the same, and some ot which vary on several 
occasions. 

II. That part which does not vary is called “ the ordi¬ 
nary of the mass,” and may be found in its proper place, 
after the office of holy Saturday, that is the Saturday next 
before Easter Sunday. 

III. That part which varies, consists of the Introit, Col¬ 
lects, Epistle, with its accompaniments, Gospel, Offer¬ 
tory, Secrets, Preface, Communion and Post Commu¬ 
nion, and they may be found in their proper place as de¬ 
scribed below. 

1. The prefaces are all found together between that 
part of the Ordinary of the Mass which immediately pre¬ 
cedes the Secrets, and the Canon, and each preface has 
its proper title, by which it may be easily known. 

IV. The Church celebrates ner offices either according 
to the time of the year, or for the festival of some Saint; 
or for some particular occasion. 

V. The year begins with the first Sunday of Advent, af¬ 
ter Advent ie the festival of Christmas, on the eighth day 
after which is the Circumcision, next is the Epiphany, 
after which* the Sundays are numbered, first, second, &c., 
to Septuagesima Sunday ; then the Sundays of Sexaeeai- 
ma, and Quinquagesima, the Wednesday next after which 
is Ash Wednesday the first day in Lent, in which there 
are proper masses for every day ; the fifth Sunday of 
Lest, is called Passion Sunday, the next Pehn Sunday 
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(he week of v/hicli is called the greater week ; this is fol¬ 
io wed by Easter Sanday and the Easter week ; the neit 
Sunday is called Low Sanday, which is the first after 
Easter. Between Easter and the Ascension are five Sun* 
days, which after Low Sunday are numbered the second, 
third, &c., alter Easter. Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
after the fifth of these are called Rogation days. Thurs¬ 
day is the feast of the Ascension ; ten days after which is 
Pentecost or Whit Sunday, with its week; the next 
Suhday is Trinity Sunday, which is of course the first 
after Pentecost; the Thursday following, which is the fes¬ 
tival of the most holy Euchansr, commonly called Corpus 
Christi. From this the Sundays are numbered, Second, 
third, &c., after Pentecost to advent, which commences 
the next year. 

VI. The festivals of the saints begin with the vigil or 
eve of St. Andrew the Apostle, which is the 29th of No¬ 
vember, and proceed regularly through the days of the 
month, until the round of the entire year is made, unto the 
28th of the same month. 

VII. The offices for particular occasions are celebrated, 
for the dedication of a church, for choosing a Pope, on the 
anniversary of the bishop’s consecration, for the dead, dtc. 

VIII. On every day in the year, except Good Friday, 
Mass can be celebrated. 

IX. The particular portions of the liturgy are to be 
found by knowing what office is celebrated on that parti¬ 
cular day. 

X. Sometimes the festival of a saint occurs on the same 
day when some office according to the time of the year 
should be celebrated. 

XI. To regulate this, the offices of the time and of the 
festivals have been classified. 

XII. The classes are doubles of the let and of the 2d 
Class: greater doubles, plain doubles, semi-doubles, and 
simples ; and their precedence when they eoftcur, is regu¬ 
lated by the class to which each be longs. 

XIII. The Mass is generally celebrated of that which 
holds the highest rank. 

XIV. The Missal is regulated according to the order of 
paragraphs, V. VI. and VII. II. and III. 

Tne variable parts of the Masses according to the lime 
of the year, from Advent to Easter are fount! placed first; 
then the ordinary of the Mass, with the prefaces, as mark¬ 
ed in clause I.; then the variable parts of the Mass* 
from Easter to Advent. After this the variable parts of 
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the Mam on the several festivals of the saints winch ham 
proper variable parts, in theft order from the vigil of 8fc 
Andrew, uninterruptedly throughout the year, with the 
exception of those days from the 25th of December to the 
1st of January, which variable parts for festivals are 
found in their proper places between Christmas and Epi¬ 
phany, in the pen of the Mass of the time; then the 
proper Masses for particular occasions, are placed after 
the common of saints. 

XV. The variable parts of the Mass for the festivals of 
the saints, are eitherJ>roper or common. 

XVI. The proper for saints, is that variable pan which 
has been specially compiled, and appointed for the parti¬ 
cular Masses, on the festivals of those individuals, and is 
said only on their special festivals, and is always found 
under the day of tne month when that feast is celebrated. 

XVII. The common^f saints, is that variable pan which 
is said on the different metivale of various saints of the 
same description, or Class. 

XVIII. The saints whose festivals are celebrated, are 
divided into classes, according to their various situations, 
oc works or sufferings. Apostles, martyrs, confessors 
who were bishops, confessors who were not bishops, vir¬ 
gins, holy women, &c. 

XIX. After the proper Masses of the saints, and before 
the Masses for particular occasions are placed the variable 
parts of Masses for the common of saints, under the fol¬ 
lowing several heads for their proper classes, vis.: 1. For 
the vigil of an apostle. 2. Of a martyr bishop, another of 
the sains. 3. Of a martyr not bishop, another of the same. 
4. Of martyrs within the Paschal time. 5. Of many mar¬ 
tyrs in the Paschal time. 6. Of many martyrs without the 
Paschal time, two others of the same. 7. Of a confeaeot 
bishop, another of the same. 8. Of doctors. 9. Of a con¬ 
fessor not bishop, another of the same. 10. Of abbots. 11. 
Of virgins martyrs, another of the same. 12. Of many 
virgins martyrs. 13. Of a virgin only, another of the same. 
14. Of holy women, not virgins but martyrs. 15. Of s 
holy woman, neitlier martyr nor virgin. 

XX. After the Masses for particular occasions are seve 
ral Collects, Secrets and Poet-communions, for special pur 
poses, which will be known by looking to their titles. 

2. When the office is known, if it be of the time, ioot 
for it in its proper place, according to the time of the yea* 
as m paragraph V. and you will find its variable parts*-*- 
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these, together with the Ordinary of the Maos, wtH give 
you the entire liturgy of the Man df the day. 

3 . If the Mam be of a saint, look for the day of the month 
in ite place, according to paragraph VI.; if there be a pro* 

E r Mam, yon will find there its variable parts; if there 
not a proper Mass, you will find a reference to the Mam 
tn the Common of saints, as in paragraph XIX. wheip 
those variable parts will bo had.—Look tor that common 
Mass, and by combining its variable parts with the ordi¬ 
nary, the liturgy will be found. 

4. Sometimes part of the variable portion is taken from 
the proper, as in the day of the month, and from the com¬ 
mon aa described in paragraph XIX.; then the three peats 
must be combined by reading all that is found in the proper 
tinder the day of the month, and the remainder of the 
variable part from the common Mass, and combining 
them with the ordinary of the Map. 

5. Sometimes a Commemoration is made; that is, the 
Collect, Secret and Post-communion of one festival, of 
a leaser denomination, are said after those of the Mass 
ef the day,—they are to be found as you would look for 
the variable part of fbe Mass of the festival to which 
they belong, under the day of the month if they be pro¬ 
per, or, if not, in the common Mass to which that place 
refers. If the Commemoration be of a Sunday, or any 
other day, the Mass of which is found in that part regu 
lated according to the time, the Collect, Secret or Post- 
communion, will be found m the proper place according 
to time. 

6. When a final Mass is to be celebrated, which hap¬ 
pens on a day which has no proper Man assigned there¬ 
fore, either by the day of the month or by the proper of 
time, the Mass of the preceding Sunday is said, without 
the Gloria in exedsie or the Creed. 

XXI. The moveable feasts are all those comprehend¬ 
ed in the enumeration of paragraph V. with the exception 
of Christmas, the Circumcision and Epiphany. They are 
railed moveable, because they'are not on fixed day, of 
the month, but move from day to day, as does tha festi¬ 
val of Easter, on which they depend, and which is regula¬ 
ted by the phases of the moon; being celebrated on the 
first Sunday which follows the fourteenth day after the 
first new moon immediately after the vernal equinox. 

7. A Table of those moveable feasts, for a number of 
years is given to ass& the parson using this Missal. 
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XXII. There are six Sundays marked after Epiphany 
before Septuagesima Sunday, sometimes Easter happen¬ 
ing very early, only three or four of those Sundays in¬ 
tervene,—the others are then omitted, and the office of 
Septuagesima taken up on its proper day. 

XXIlI. There are twenty-four Sundays marked be¬ 
tween Pentecost and Advent; when Easter is early, 
Pentecost is early of course, and a greater number of 
Sundays than twenty-four intervene before Advent. The 
office is regulated by taking up the Masses, &c. of the Sun¬ 
days omitted after Epiphany that year, after the 23d Sun¬ 
day following Pentecost, and celebrating them in their 
succession, leaving however the Mass of the 24th Sunday 
after Pentecost to be invariably celebrated on the Sun¬ 
day next before the first Sunday of Advent. 

XXIV. The first Sunday of Advent is always that 
which is nearest to the feast of St. Andrew the apostle, 
vii.: that which happens on or between the 27th of No¬ 
vember and the 3d of December,—which is the reason for 
commencing the festivals of the saints, with the Vigil of 
St. Andrew, that as the Missal begins with the first Sun¬ 
day of Advent, which commences the ecclesiastical year, 
both its parts, of the Time , and of the Saints f might co*- 
respond. 

8. But in the Calendar the enumeration of festivals be¬ 
gins with the 1st of January, for the convenience of tht 
reader.

T HE Church employs th*> four weeks that prreceae 
Oiristmas in preparing the faithful for that great so¬ 
lemnity ; hence the beginning of the ecclesiastical year is 
called Advent, from the Latin word Adventus , which signi¬ 
fies the coming, viz. of Jesus Christ. Our first parents 
soon after their fall, were comforted with the prediction 
of this great event, when God assured them that the time 
would come when “ the seed of the woman should crush 
the head of the serpent.” This promise was renewed 
to Abraham, confirmed to Isaac, determined to the tribe 
of Juda, fixed in the house of David ; and lastly, the time 
of its perfect accomplishment was exactly calculated by 
the prophet Daniel.

ASH-WEDNESDAY. 

T HE ceremony of applying ashes, in the form of a 
cross, to the heads of the faithful on this day, is a 
relick of the ancient discipline of the Church which, at 
the beginning of Lent, subjected public and scandalous 
sinners to public and canonical penance. The priest, 
(having first heard their confession, clothed them with 
sackcloth—laid ashes on their heads, and sprinkled them 
with holy water) recited aloud over them the seven Peni¬ 
tential Psalms , assisted therein by all the clergy lying 
prostrate on the ground. After the procession in which 
they walked bare-foot in the penitential dress above de¬ 
scribed, they were turned out of the Church, not to he 
again admitted to assist at the sacred mysteries, till 
Maunday-Thursday The Church doors were then shut, 
mod the Mass of the faithful began. 
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Though public penances are not so frequent ls the} 
formerly were, the Council of Trent expressly orders 
them for public crimes, Scss. xxiv. c 8. de Reform. And 
the directions given in the Roman Ritval, de Sacram 
Penit. are : “ Let not the priest absolve those who have 
given public scandal, till they have made public satisfac¬ 
tion, and removed the scandal.” 

We are therefore to perform this holy ceremony with 
an humble and cbntrite soul, with a firm resolution of 
entering upon penitential practices in order to punisd 
our sins, and to satisfy for them in a manner that may 
bear some proportion to the enormity of our offences.

And the man said to him: They 
are departed from this place: for I heard them say : 
let us go to Dothain. And Joseph went forward 
after his brethren, and found them in Dothain. And 
when they saw him afar off, before he came nigh 
them, they, thought to kill him: and said one to 
another, Behold the dreamer coraeth, come let us 
kill him, and cast him into some old pit; and we 
will say: some evil beast hath devoured him; and 
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then h shall appear what his dreams avail him; 
And Ruben bearing this, endeavoured to deliver

And Jacob said: I am Esau thy 
first-born: I have done as thou didst command me 
arise, sit and eat of my venison, that thy soul may 
Mess me. And Isaac said to his son: How couldsi * 
thou find it so quickly, my son ? He answered: It 
03 
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was the will of God that what I sought came quitldf 
in my way. And Isaac said: Come hither, that I 
may feel thee my son, and may prove whether thou 
be my son Esau or no: He came near to his father, 
and when he had felt him, Isaac said: The voice 
indeed is the voice of Jacob, but the hands, are the 
bands of Esau. And he knew him not, because his 
hairy hands make him like to the elder. Then bles¬ 
sing him, he said: Art thou my son Esau ? He an¬ 
swered : I am. Then he said : Wring me the meats of 
thv hunting, my son, that my soul may bless thee. And 
when they were brought and he had eaten, he of¬ 
fered him wine also, which after he had drunk, he 
said to him: Come near me, and give me a kiss, 
my son. He came near, and kissed him. And im¬ 
mediately as he smelled the fragrant smell of his 
garments, blessing him, he said: Behold the smell 
of my son is as the smell of a plentiful field, which 
the Lord hath blessed. God give thee of the dew of 
heaven, and of the fatness of the earth, abundance 
of corn and wine. And let peoples serve thee, and 
tribes worship thee: be thou lord of thy brethren, 
and let thy mother’s children bow down before 
thee. Cursed be he that curseth thee : and let him 
that blesseth thee be filled with blessings. Isaac had 
scarce ended his words, v hen Jacob being now gone 
out abroad, Esau came, and brought in to his father 
meats made of what he had taken in hunting, say¬ 
ing: Arise, my father, and eat of thy son’s venison:

Why! who art thou? He answered: I am thy 
\ first-bom son Esau. Isaac was struck with fear, 
and astonished exceedingly: and wondering beyond 
what can be believed, said: Who is he that even 
now brought me venison that he had taken, and I 
ate of all liefore thou earnest ? and I have blessed 
him, and he shall be blessed. Esau having heard his 
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Other’s words, roared out with a great cnr: ami 
being in a consternation, said: Bless me also, my 
father. And he said: Thy brother came deceitfully 
and got thy blessing. But he said again: Rightly m 
his name called Jacob: for he hath supplanted me 
lo this second time: my first birth-right he took 
away before, and now this second time he hath 
stolen away my blessing.

LESSON. 4 Kings v. 1. 15 *—In those days: 
Naaman, general of the army of the King of Syria, 
was a great man with his master, and honourable: 
for by him die Lord gave deliverance to Syria: 
and he was a valiant man and rich, but a leper. 
Now there had gone out robbers from Syria, and 
hud led away captive out of the land of Israel a little 
inaid, and she waited upon Naaman’s wife. And 
she said to her mistress: I wish my master had been 
with the prophet that is in Samaria: he would cer¬ 
tainly have healed him of the leprosy which he 
hath. Then Naaman went into his lord, and told 
him, saying: Thus and thus saith the girl, that came 
from the land of Israel. And the King of Syria 
said to .ini: Go, and I will send a letter to the 
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ICkig of IsraeL And he deported, and took with 
him ten talents of silver, and six thousand pieces of 
gold, and teu changes of raiment, and brought 
the letter to the king of Israel, in these words: 
When thou shalt receive this letter, know that I have 
.-sent to thee Naaman my servant, that thou mayest 
hcial him of his leprosy. And when the king of 
Israel had read the letter, he rent his garments, anti 
said: Am I God, to he able to kill and to give life, 
that this man hath sent to me, to heal a man of his 
leprosy ? mark, and see how he seeketh occasions 
against me. And when Eliseus the man of God had 
heard this, to wit, that the king of Israel had rent 
his garments, he sent to nirn, saying; Why hast 
thou rent thy garments P let him come to me and 
let him know-that there is a prophet in Israel. So 
Naaman came with his horses and chariots, and 
stood at the door of the house of Eliseus: and Eli¬ 
seus sent a messenger to him, saying; Go and wash 
seven times in the Jordan, and thy flesh shall recover 
health, and thou shalt be clean. Naaman was an¬ 
gry, and went away, saying: I thought he would 
have come out to me, and standing would have in¬ 
voked the name of the Lord his God, and touched 
with his hand the place of the leprosy, and healed 
me. Are not the Abana, and the Pharphar, rivers 
of Damascus, better than all the waters of Israel, 
that I may wash in them, and be made clean ? So 
as he turned, and was going away with indignction, 
his servants came to him, and said to him: Father, 
if the prophet had bid thee do some great thing, 
surely thou shouldst have done it: how much rather 
what he now hath said to thee: Wash, and thou 
slialt be clean ? Then he went down, and washed 
in the Jordan Seven times, according to the word of 
the man of God ; and his flesh was restored, like the 
flesh of a little child, and was made clean. And 
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returning to the man of God with all his train, he 
came and stood before him, and said: In truth I 
know there is no other God in all the earth, but 
only in Israel.

Jesus 
therefore being: wearied with his journey, sat thus 
on the well. It was about the sixth hour. There 
cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water. Jesus 
Baith to her: Give me to drink. (For his disciples 
were gone into the city to buy meats.) Then that 
Samantan woman saith to him: How dost thou, 
being a Jew, ask of me to drink, who am a Sa¬ 
maritan woman ? For the Jews do not communi¬ 
cate with the Samaritans. Jesus answered, tad said 
to her: If thou didst know the gift of Gal, and 
who he is that saith to thee, Give me to drink thou 
perhaps wouldst have asked of him, and he woult have 
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given thee living water. The woman saith to him, 
rfir, thou hast nothing wherein to draw, and the 
well is deep: f¥om whence then hast thou living 
water ? Art thou greater than our father Jacob, who 
gave us the well, and drank thereof himself, and 
his children, and his cattle? Jesus answered and 
said to her: Whosoever drinketh of this water, shall 
thirst again: hut he that shall drink of the water 
that I shall give him, shall not thirst for ever. But 
the water that I shall give him, shall become in him 
a fountain of water springing up into life everlast¬ 
ing. The woman saith to him: Sir, Give me this 
water, that I may not thirst, nor come hither to 
draw. Jesus saith to her: Go, call thy husband, 
and come hither. The woman answered, and said: 
1 have no husband. Jesus saith to her: Thou hast 
said well, I have no husband: for thou hast had five 
husbands: and he whom thou now hast, is not thy 
husband. This thou hast said truly. The woman 
saith to him: Sir: I perceive that thou art a prophet. 
Our fathers adored on this mountain, and you say, 
that at Jerusalem is the place where men must adore. 
Jesus saith to her: Woman, believe me, the hour 
cometh, when you shall neither on this mountain, 
nor in Jerusalem, adore the Father. You adore 
that which vou know not; we adore that which 
we know: for salvation is of the Jews But the 
hour cometh, and now is, when the true adorers 
shall adore the Father in spirit and in truth. For 
the Father also seeketh such to adore him. God is 
a spirit, and they that adore him, must adore him in 
spirit and in truth. The woman saith to him: I 
know that the Messias cometh (who is called Christ) 
therefore when he is come, he will tell us all things. 
Jesus saith to her: I am he, who am speaking with 
thee. And immediately his disciples came: and 
they wondered that he lulked with the woman. Yet 
no man said: What seekest thou, or why talkest 
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tbou with her? The woman therefore left her 
water-pot, and went her way into the city, and saith 
to the men there: Come, and see a man who hath 
told me all things whatsoever I have done. Is not he 
the Christ? They went therefore out of the city, and 
came unto him. In the mean time the disciples pray¬ 
ed him, saying: Rabbi, eat. But he said to them: 1 
have meat to eat which you know not of. The disci¬ 
ples therefore said one to another: Hath any man 
brought him to eat? Jesus saith to them: My moat 
is to do the will of him that sent me, that I may 
perfect his work. Do not you say, there are yet four 
months, and then the harvest cometh? Behold I 
say to you, lift up ydur eyes, and see the countries, 
for they are white already to harvest And he that 
reapeth, receiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto 
life everlasting: that both he that soweth, and he 
that reapeth may rejoice together.* For in this is 
that saying true: that it is one man that soweth, and 
it is another that reapeth. I have sent you to reap 
that in which you did not labour: others have la¬ 
boured, and you have entered into their labours. 
Now of that city many of the Samaritans believed in 
him, for the word of the woman giving testimony: 
he told me all things whatsoever I have done. So when 
the Samaritans were come to him, they desired him 
tl at he would tarry there. And he abode there two 
days. And many more believed in him because of 
his own word. And they said to the woman: We 
now believe, not for thy saying: for we ourselves 
have seen him, and know that he is indeed the Saviour 
of the world.

LESSON. Dan. xiiL 1. 62. — In those days: 
There was a man that dwelt in Babylon, and his 
name was Joakim: and he took a wife whose name 
was Susanna, the daughter of Helcias, a very beau¬ 
tiful woman, and one that feared God. For her 
parents being just, had instructed their daughter 
according to the law of Mosfes. Now Joakim was 
very rich, and had an orchard near his house ; and 
the Jews resorted to him, because he was the most 
honourable of them alL And there were two of 
the ancients of the people appointed judges that 
Year, of whom the Lord said: Iniquity came out 
from Babylon from the ancient judges, that seemed to 
govern the people. These men frequented the 
house of Joakim, and all that had any matters ot 
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judgment came to them. And when the people 
departed away at noon, Susanna went in, and 
walked in her husband’s orchard. And the old 
men saw her going in every day, and walking: md 
they were inflamed with lust towards her: ami Uey 
perverted their own mind, and turned away their 
eyes that they might not look unto heaven, nor 
remember just judgments. So they were both 
wounded with the love of her, yet they did not 
make known their grief one to the other: for they 
were ashamed to declare to one another their lust, 
being desirous to have to do with her: and they 
watched carefully every day to see her. And one 
said to the other: Let us now go home, for it is din¬ 
ner time. So going out they departed one from ano¬ 
ther. And turning back again, they came both to 
the same place: and asking one another the cause, 
they acknowledged their lust: and then they agreed 
together upon a time when they might liner her 
alone. And it fell out, as they watched a fit day, 
she went in on a time, as yesterday and the day be¬ 
fore, with two maids only, and was desirous to 
wash herself in the orchard: for it was hot weather 
And there was nobody there, but the two old men 
that had hid themselves and were considering her. 
So she said to the maids: Bring me oil, and wash¬ 
ing balls, and shut the doors of the orchard, that 1 
may wash me. And they did as she bade them: 
and they shut the doors of the orchard, and went 
out by a back door to fetch what she had com¬ 
manded them, and they knew not that the elders 
were hid within. Now when the maids were go no 
forth, the two elders arose, and ran to her, and 
said: Behold the doors of the orchard are shut, 
and nobody seeth us, and we are in love with thee- 
wherefore consent to us, and lie with us. But if 
thou wilt not, we will bear witness against 
thee, that a young man was with thee, and there- 

Q a 
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fbre thou didst send away thy maids from die© 
Susanna sighed, and said: I am straitened on every 
side: for if I do this thing, it is death to me: 
and if I do it not, I shall not escape'your hands. 
But it is better for me to fall into your hands with¬ 
out doing it, than to sin in the sight of the Lord. 
With that Susanna cried out with a loud voice: and 
the elders also cried out against her. And one of 
them ran to the door of the orchard, and opened 
it. So when the servants of the house heard the 
cry in the orchard, they rushed in by the bock door, 
to see what was the matter. But after the old men 
had spoken, the servants were greatly ashamed, lor 
never had there been any such word said of Susanna. 
And on the next day, when the people were come 
to Joakim her husband, the two elders also came, 
full of their wicked device against Susanna, to put^ 
her to death. And they said before the people: 
Send to Susanna, daughter of Helcias, the wife of 
Joakim. And they presently sent. And she came 
with her parents, and children, and aH her kindred. 
Now Susanna was exceeding delicate, and beautiful 
to behold. But those wicked men commanded that 
her face should be uncovered (for she was covered) 
that so at least they might De satisfied with her 
beauty. Therefore her friends and all her acquain¬ 
tance wept But the two elders, rising up in th© 
midst of the people, laid their hands upon her head. 
And she weeping looked up to heaven, for her heart 
had confidence in the Lord. And the elders said: 
As we walked m the orchard alone, this woman 
came in with two maids, and shut the doors of the 
orchard, and sent away the maids from her. Then 
a young man that was there hid, came to her, and 
lay with her. But we that were in the comer of 
die orchard, seeing this wickedness, ran up to 
diem, and we saw them lie together. And as for 
him we could not take him, because he was 
stronger than we, and opening the doors he Jeajted 
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dut but having taken this woman, We asked Who 
the young man was, but she would not tell uS: of 
this thing we are witnesses. The multitude believed 
them, as being the elders and judges of the people, 
and they condemned her to death. Then Susaiir 
na cried out with a loud voice, and said: O eternal 
God, who knowest hidden things, who knowest all 
things before they come to pass, thou knowest that 
they have borne false witness against me: and be¬ 
hold I must die, whereas I have done none of titese 
things, which these men have maliciously forged 
against me. And the Lord heard her voice. And 
when she was led to be put to death, the Lord 
raised up the holy spirit of a young boy, whose 
name was Daniel: and he cried out with a loud 
voice: I am clear from the blood of this woman. 
Then all the people turning towards him, said: 
What meaneth this word that thou hast spoken? 
But he standing in the midst of them said: Are ye 
so foolish, ye children of Israel, that without exam¬ 
ination or knowledge of the truth, ye have con¬ 
demned a daughter of Israel ? Return to judgment, 
for they have borne false witness against her. So all 
the people turned again in haste, and the old men 
said to him: Come and sit thou down among us, 
and shew it us: seeing God hath given thee the ho¬ 
nour of old age. And Daniel said to the people. 
Separate these two far from one another, and I will 
examine them. Sq when they were put asunder one 
from the other, he called one of them and said to 
him: O thou that art grown old in evil days, now 
are thy sins come out which thou hast committed 
before: in judging unjust judgments, oppressing the 
innocent, and letting the guilty go tree, whereas 
the Lord saith: the innocent and the just thou shah 
not kill. Now then, if thou sawest her, tell me 
under what tree thou sawest them conversing to¬ 
gether. He said: under a mastick tree. And Daniel 
Q3 
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mid: Well ham thou lied against thy own head 
for behold the angel of God having received the 
sentence of him, shall cut thee in two. And having 
put him asidd, he commanded that the other should 
come, and he said to him: O thou seed of Cha 
naan, and not of Juda, beauty hath deceived thee 
and lust hath perverted thy heart: thi s did you do as 
to the daughters of Israel, and they for fear convers¬ 
ed with you; but a daughter of Juda would mA 
abide your wickedness. Now, therefore, tell me under 
what tree didst thou take them conversing together? 
And he answered: under a holm tree. And Daniel 
said to him: Well hast thou also lied against thy 
own head; for the angel of the Lord waiteth with a 
sword to cut thee in two, and to destroy thee. 
With that all the assembly cried out with a loud 
voice, and they blessed God, who saveth them that 
trust in him. And they rose up against the two el¬ 
ders (for Danieil had convicted them of false witness 
by their own mouth) and they did to them as they 
had maliciously dealt against their neighbour, to 
fulfil die law of Moses: and they put them to 
death, and innocent blood was saved in that day.

And the Scribes and Pharisees brings unto him a 
woman taken in adultery; and they set her in the 
midst, and said to him: Master, this woman was 
even now taken in adultery. Now Moses in the 
law commanded us to stone such a one. But what 
sayest thou ? And this they said tempting him, that 
they might accuse him. But Jesus bowing himself 
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Jown, wrote with his fineper on the ground. When 
therefore they continued asking him, he lifted up 
oimself, and said to them: He that is without sin 
among you, let him first cast a stone at her. And 
again stooping down, he wrote on the ground. But 
they helping this, went out one by one, beginning at 
the eldest, and Jesus alone remained, ana the wo¬ 
man standing in the midst. Then Jesus lifting tfp 
himself said to her: Woman, where are they that 
accused thee? Hath no man condemned thee? 
Who said: No man, Lord. And Jesus said: Nei¬ 
ther will I condemn thee. Go, and now sin no more.

The rea¬ 
son whereof is, that formerly such as were to receive 
baptism at Easter, Were enregistered, after having 
been examined Shia week : She also saw the time, now 
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approaching for the reconciliation of the penitents 
whom she had subjected to public penance on Ash 
Wednesday. The future birth, therefore, of those who 
were judged worthy of the grace of baptism; and the 
resurrection to a new life of several of her children, 
who, after having gone astray, return to God by a 
sincere conversion, is this day the subject of her joy.

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fbr many are the children of the desolate, m jre than I 
of her that hath a husband.” Now we, brethren, as ! 
Isaac was, are the children of promise. But as then, I 
he that was bom according to the flesh, persecuted I 
him that was after the spirit: so also it is now.

I And Jesus took the loaves; and when he had given 
hanks, he distributed to them that were sat dowr. 
I hi like manner also of the fishes, as much as they 
w ould, and when they were filled, he said to his dis- 
■ ciples: Gather up the fragments that remain, lest 
J they be lost. They gathered up therefore, and filled 
twelve baskets with the fragments of the five barley 
I loaves, which remained over and above to them that 
had eaten. Now these men, when they had seen what 
a miracle Jesus had done, said: This is of a truth 
i the prophet that is to come into the world. Jesus 
therefore when lie knew that they would come to 
take him by force and make him king, fled again 
into the mountain himself alone. Credo.

On the 
contrary she said: Thou best: for my child liveth, 
and thy child is dead. And in this manner they 
strove before the king. Then saith the king: The 
one saith, my child is alive, and thy child is dead. 

And the other answereth, Nay, but thy child is 
dead, and mine liveth. The king therefore said: 
Bring me a sword. And when they had brought a 
sword before the king, divide, said he, the living 
child in two, and give half to the one, and half to 
the other. But the woman, whose child was alive; 
said to the king (for her bowels were moved upon 
her child), I beseech thee, my Lord, give her the 
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child alive and do not kill it But the other said: 
Let it be neither mine nor thine, but divide it The 
king answered and said: Give the living child to 
-this woman, and let it not be killed, for she is the 
mother thereof. And all Israel heard the judgment 
which the king had judged, and they feared the 
king, seeing that the wisdom of God was in him to 
do judgment

The Jem then said: Six 
md forty years was this temple in building, and 
wilt thou raise it in three days ? But he spoke of 
the temple of his body. When therefore he was 
tisen again from the dead, his disciples remembered 
that he had said this, and they believed the scripture, 
tnd the word that Jesus had said. Now when he 
was at Jerusalem, at the pasch, upon the festival 
iqy, many believed in his name seeing his signs 
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whicn he did. But Jesus did not trust himself to 
them, because he knew all men, and because he 
needed not that any should give testimony of ipan, 
for he knew what was in man.

They have quickly 
strayeu from the way which thou didst shew them, 
and they have made to themselves a molten calf, and 
have adored it, and sacrificing victims to it, have 
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said: These are thy gods, O Israel, that have 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt And again 
the Lord said to Moses: I see that this people is 
stiff-necked: let me alone, that my wrath may be 
kindled ap.inst them, and that I may destroy them, 
and I will make of thee a great nation. But Moses 
besought the Lord his God, saying: Why, O Lonl, 
is thy indignation enkindled against thy people, 
whom thou hast brought out of the land of Egypt, 
with great power, and with a mighty hand ? Let 
not the Egyptians say, I beseech thee: He craftily 
brought them out, that he might kill them in the 
mountains, and destroy them from the earth: let thy 
anger cease, and be appeased upon the wickedness 
of thy people. Remember Abraham, Isaac, and Israel 
thy servants, to whom thou sworest by thy own self; 
saying: I will multiply your seed as the stars of 
heaven: and this whole land that I have spoken ofJ 
I will give to your seed, and you shall possess it for 
ever. And the Lord was appeased from doing 
the evil which he had spoken against his people. 

GRAD. Ps. xliii.—Arise, O Lord, help us, and 
redeem us for thy name’s sake. V, We have heard, 
O God, with our ears; our fathers have declared to 
us the work thou hast wrought in their days; in the 
days of old. 

GOSPEL. John vii. 14 31 .—Jit that time- 
About the midst of the feast, Jesus went up into the 
temple and taught And the Jews wondered, say¬ 
ing : How doth this man know letters, having never 
learned ? Jesus answered them, and said: My doc¬ 
trine is not mine, but his that sent me. If any man 
will do the will of him, he shall know of the doc¬ 
trine whether it be of God, or whether I speak of 
myself. He that speaketh of himself, seeketh his 
own glory: but he that seeketh the glory of him 
that sent him, he is true, and there is no injustice 
ki him. Did uot Moses give you .he law ? and yet 
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bone of you keepeth the law. Why se«*K you & 
kill me ? The multitude answered and said: Thou 
hast a devil: Who seeketh to kill thee ? Jesus an¬ 
swered, and said to them: One work I have done: 
and you all wonder: therefore Moses gave you cir¬ 
cumcision : (not because it is of Moses, but of th* 
fathers,) and on the Sabbath-day you circumcise a 
man. If a man receive circumcision on the Sab¬ 
bath-day, that the law of Moses may not be bro¬ 
ken ; are you angry at me, because I have healed 
the whole man on the Sabbath-day ? Judge not ac¬ 
cording to the appearance, but judge just judgment. 
Some therefore of Jerusalem said: Is not this he 
whom they seek to kill ? And behold he speaketb 
openly, and they say nothing to him. Have the 
rulers known for a truth that this is the Christ? But 
we know this man whence he is; but when the 
Christ cometh, no man knoweth whence he is. Jesus 
therefore cried out in the temple, teaching and say¬ 
ing: You both know me, and you know whence 1 
am: and I am not come of myself; but he that 
sent me is true, whom you know not, I know 
him, because I am from him, and he hath sent me. 
They sought therefore to apprehend him: and no 
man laid hands on him, because his hour was not 
yet come. But of the people many believed in him. 

OFFERT. Ps. xxxix.—With expectation I have 
waited for the Lord, and he hath looked upon me: 
land he heard my prayer ; and hath put into my 
mouth a new canticle, a hymn to our God.

38.— At that time: Jesus 
passing by, saw a man that was blind from his 
birth; and his disciples asked him: Rabbi, who 
bath sinned, this man, or his parents, that he should 
be born blind ? Jesus answered: Neither hath this

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man sinned, nor his parents; but that the works of 
God should be made manifest in him. I must work 
the works of him that sent me, whilst it is day ? the 
night cometh when no man can work. As long as 
I am in the world, I am the light of the world 
When he had said these things, he spat on the 
ground, and made clay of the spittle, and spread 
the clay upon his eyes, and said to him: Go, wash 
in the pool of Siloe, which is interpreted, Sent. He 
went his way therefore, and washed, and he came see¬ 
ing. The neighbours therefore, and they who had seen 
him before, that lie was a beggar, said: Is not this he 
that sat and begged ? Some said, This is he. But 
others said: No, but he is like him. But he said: I 
am he. They said therefore to him: How were thine 
eyes opened ? He answered: That man that is call¬ 
ed Jesus, made clay, and anointed mine eyes, and 
said to me: Go to the pool of Siloe, and wash. 
And I went, I washed, and I see. And they said 
to him: Where is he? He saith: I know not. 
They bring him that had been blind to the Phari¬ 
sees. Now it was the Sabbath, when Jesus made 
the clay, and opened his eyes. Again therefore the 
Pharisees asked nim how ne had received his sigh*. 
But he said to *them: He put clay upon my eyes, 
and I washed, and I see. Some therefore of the 
Pharisees said: this man is not of God who keep- 
eth not the Sabbath. But others said: How ^an a 
man that is a sinner do such miracles? Aiid there 
was a division among them. They say therefore to 
the blind man again: What sayest thou of him that 
hath opened thy eyes ? And he said: He is a pro¬ 
phet The Jews then did not believe concerning 
him, that he had been blind, and had received his 
sight, until they called the parents of him that had 
received Ills sight, and asked them, saying: Is this 
your son, who you say was born blind ? How thee 
doth he now see ? His parents answered them, and 
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lift* 

mid: We know that this is our son, a $ that he was 
lx>m blind: but how he now seeth we know not: 
or who hath opened his eyes we know not: ask 
himself; he is of age; let him speak for himself 
These tilings his parents said, because they feared 
the Jews: for the Jews had already agreed among 
themselves, that if any man should confess him to 
lie Christ, he should be put out of the synagogue. 
Therefore did his parents say: He is of age, ask 
him. They therefore called the man again that had 
been blind, and said to him: Give glory to God, 
We know that this man is a sinner. He said then to • 
them: If he be a sinner, I know not: one thing I 
know, that whereas I was blind, now I see. Then 
they said to him: What did he to thee ? How did 
he open thy eyes ? He answered them: I have told 
you already, and you have heard: why would you 
hear it again: will you also become his disciples ? 
They reviled him, therefore, and said: Be thou his 
disciple ; but we are the disciples of Moses. We 
know that God spoke to Moses: but as to this man, 
we know not from whence he is. The man an¬ 
swered, and said to them: Why, herein is a wonder¬ 
ful thing, that you know not from whence he is, and 
he hath opened my eyes. Now we know that 
God doth not hear sinners; but if a man be a server 
of God, and doth his will, him he lieareth. From 
the beginning of the world it hath not been heard, 
that any man hath opened the eyes of one bom 
blind. Unless this man were of God, he could not 
do any thing. They answered and said to him: 
Thou was wholly born in sins, and dost thou teach 
us ? And they cast him out. Jesus heard that they had 
cast him out; and when he had found him, he said 
to him: Dost thou believe in the Son of God ? He 
answered, and said: Who is he, Lord, that I may 
believe in him ? And Jesus said to him: Thou hast 
both seen him * and it is he that talketh with thee 
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And he said: 1 believe, Lord. And falling down, 
be adored hirn. 

Pa. lxv.—O bless the Lord our God, 
ye Gentiles; and make the voice of his praise be re¬ 
ceived who hath set my soul to live: and hath not 
suffered my feet to be moved.

But Giezi was gone before them and laid the staff 
upon the face of the child, and there was no 
voice nor sense: and he returned to meet him, 
and told him, saying: The child is not risen. EU- 
seus therefore went into the house, and behold the 
child lay dead on his bed. And going in he shut the 
door upon him, and upon the child, and prayed to 
the Lord. And he went up, and lay upon the 
child: and he put his mouth upon his mouth, and 
bis eyes upon his eyes, and his hands upon his 
hands: and he bowed himself upon him, and the 
child’s flesh grew warm. Then he returned and 
walked in the house, once to and fro: and he went 
up and lay upon him: and the child gaped seven 
times, and opened his eyes. And he called Giezi, 
and said to him: Call this Sunamitess. And she 
being called went in to him.v And he said: Take 
up thy son. She came and fell at his feet, and 
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worsliipp sd upon the ground, and took up her son, 
and went out. And ftiTliseus returned to Galgal.

The disciples say to him 
Rabbi, the Jews but now sought to stone thee, and 
goest thou thither a^ain ? Jesus answered: Are there 
not twelve hours of the day ? If a man walk in the 
day, he stumbleth not, because he seetli the light of 
this world: but if he walk in the night he stumbleth. 
because the light is not in him. These things he 
said: and after that he said to them: Lazarus our 
friend sleepeth ; but I go that I may awake him out 
of-his sleep. His disciples therefore said: Lord, if 
be sleep he shall do well. But Jesus spoke of his 
death; and they thought that he spoke of the repose 
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of deep. Then therefore Jews m&d to diem plainly: 
Ijazarua is dead; and I am glad for your sake®, 
that I was not there, that you may believe: but 
let us go to him. Thomas therefore, who is called 
Didyraus, said to his follow disciples. Let us also go, 
that we may die with him. Jesus therefore tame, 
and found that he had been four days already & the 
grave. (Now Bethania was near Jerusalem, about 
fifteen furlongs off.) And many of the Jews were 
come to Martha and Mary, to comfort them concern¬ 
ing their brother. Martha, therefore, as soon as she 
heard that Jesus was come, went to meet him; but 
Mary sat at home. Martha, therefore said to Jesus i 
Lord, if thou badst been here, my brother had not 
died; but now also I know, that whatsoever thou 
wilt ask of God, God will give it thee. Jesus saith 
to her: Thy brother shall nse again. Martha sahh 
to him: I know that he shall rise again in the resur¬ 
rection at the last day. Jesus said to her: 1 am the 
resurrection and the life; he that believeth in me, 
although he be dead, shall live: and every one that 
liveth, and believeth in me, shall not die for ever 
Believest thou this? She saith to him: Yea, Lord, 
1 have believed that thou art Christ, the Son of the 
living God, who art come into this world. And 
when she had said these things, she went, and called 
her sister Mary secretly, saying: The Master is 
come, and calleth for thee. 1 She, as soon as she heard 
this, riseth quickly, and cometh to him; for Jesus 
was not yet come into the town; but he was still in 
that place where Martha had met him. The Jews 
therefore, who were with her in the house, and 
comforted her, when they saw Mary that she rose 
up speedily, and went out, followed her saving: 
She goeth to the grave, to weep there. When Mary 
therefore was come where Jesus was, seeing him. 
she fell down at his feet, and saith to him; Lord, if 
thou hadst been here, my brother had not died 
S 
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Jesus therefore, when he saw her weeping, and t) 
Jews that were come with her, weeping, he groi 
ed in the spirit, and troubled himself. And sal 
Where have you laid him ? They say to him: Loi 
come and see. And Jesus wept The Jews thei 
fore said: Behold how he loved him. But some 
them said: Could not he, that opened the eyes 
the man born blind, have caused that this ml 
should not die? Jesus therefore again groaning! 
himself, cometh to the sepulchre; now it was 
cave, and a stone was laid over it Jesus said 
Take away the stone. Martha, the sister of hn 
that was dead, saitli to him: Lord, by this time l 
stinketh, for it is now the fourth day. Jesus saitli w 
her: Did not I say to thee, that if thou believe, 
thou shalt see the glory of God ? They took there¬ 
fore the stone away: And Jesus lifting up his eyes, 
said: Father, I give thee thanks that thou hast 
heard me. And I know that thou hearest me al¬ 
ways, but because of the people who stand about 
have I said it. that they may believe that thou hast 
sent me. When he had said these things, he cried 
with a loud voice: Lazarus, come forth. And 
presently he that had been dead came forth, bound 
feet and hands with winding bands, and his face 
was bound about with a napkin. Jesus said to 
them: Loose him and let him go. Many therefore 
of the Jews, who were come to Mary and Martha, 
and had seen the things that Jesus did, believed in 
him.

And 
although that upon which we are now entering, be only 
a preparation to the following, and the Church represents 
therein other objects to our thoughts, the passion of 
Christ is nevertheless often referred to, for which reason 
this day is called Passiok-sunday. 

The Psalm Judica , as well as the Gloria Patri , at the 
Introit, is omitted; and those who have written on the 
Liturgy, assert this to be agreeable to the ancient prac¬ 
tice. They further in general observe, that the particu*. 
lar ceremonies of these two last weelts, but more espe¬ 
cially of the three last days in Lent, are venerable remains 
of ancient usages.

And 
the angel of the Lord said to Habacuc : Carry the 
dinner which thou hast, into Babylon to Daniel, 
who is in the lion8 , den. And Habacuc said: Lord, 
I never saw Babylon, nor do I know the den. And 
the angel of the Lord took him by the top of his 
head, and carried him by the hair of his head, and 
set him in Babylon over the den ill the force of his 
spirit. And Habacuc cried, saying: O Daniel, 
thou servant of God, take the dinner that God hath 
sent thee. And Daniel said: Thou hast remember¬ 
ed me, O God, and thou hast not forsaken them that 
love thee. And Daniel arose and ate. And the 
angel of the Lord presently set Habacuc again in his 
own place. And upon the seventh day the king 
came to bewail Daniel: and he came to the den, and 
looked in, and behold Daniel was sitting in the midst 
of the lions. And the king cried out with a loud 
voice, saying: Great art thou, O Lord, the God of 
Daniel. And he drew him out of the hobs’ den. 
But those that had been the cause of his destruction, 
be cast into the den, and they were devou-ed in a 
moment before him. Then the King said Let ah 
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the inhabitants of the whole earth fear the God of 
Daniel; for he is the Saviour, wc dong signs and 
wonders in the earth; who hath delivered Daniel 
out of the Kons’ den.

For 
some said: He is a good man. And others said: 
No, but he seduceth the people. Yet no man spoke 
spenlv of him, for fear of the Jews.

Hosanna, Messed is he that someth 
in the name of the Lord, the King of Israel And 
Jesus found a young ass, and sat upon it, as it is 
written: 44 Fear not, daughter of Sion: behold, thy 
King cometh sitting on an ass’s colt” These things 
his disciples did not know at the first: but when 
Jesus was glorified, they then remembered that 
these things were written of him; and that they had 
done these things to him. The multitude therefore 
gave testimony, which was with him, when he called 
Lazarus out of the grave, and raised him from the 
dead. For which reason also the people came to 
meet him: because they heard he had done this 
miracle. The Pharisees therefore said among them¬ 
selves : Do you see that .we prevail nothing ? behold, 
the whole world is gone after him. Now there 
were certain Gentiles among them that came up to 
adore on the festival day. These therefore came to 
Philip, who was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and de¬ 
sired him, saying: Sir, we would see Jesus. Philip 
cometh, and telleth Andrew. Again Andrew and 
Philip told Jesus. But Jesus answered them, saying: 
The hour is come that the Son of Man shall be 
glorified. Amen, awn, I say to you, unless the 
grain of wheat falling into the ground, die; itself re- 
maineth alone. But if it die, it bringeth forth much 
fruit. He that loveth his life shall lose it: and he 
that hateth his life in this world, keepeth it unto 
life eternal. If any man minister to me, let him 
follow me: and where I am, there also shall my 
minister be. If any man minister to me, him will 
my Father honour. Now is my soul troubled. And 
what shall I say ? Father, save me from this hour. 
But for this cause I came unto this hour. Father 
glorify thy name. A voice therefore came from hea¬ 
ven : “I have both glorified it, and will glorify it 
again.” The multitude therefore that stood and 
heard, said that it thundered. Others said: An an¬ 
il 
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gel spoke to him. Jesus answered, and said: This 
voice came not because of me, but for your sakea 
Now is the judgment of the world: now shall the 
prince of this world be cast out And I, if 1 be 
lifted up from the earth, will draw all things to my¬ 
self. (Now this he said signifying what death he 
should die.) The multitude answered him: We 
have heard out of the law, that Christ abideth for¬ 
ever ; and how sayest thou: The Son of Man must 
be lifted up ? Who is this Son of Man ? Jesus there¬ 
fore said to them: Yet a little while, the light is 
among you. Walk whilst you have the light, that 
the darkness overtake you not: and he that walketh 
in darkness knoweth not whether he jroeth. Whilst 
you have the light, believe in the light, that you 
may be the children of light. These things Jesus 
spoke, and he went away and hid himself from them.

I S so called from the ceremony of blessing braneber 
of Palms, Olives, or some other tree, to be distn 
bated among the faithful to carry in procession; in rv 
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inembrunce of what the Jewish people did, when Jesus 
Christ, six days before his passion, made his triumphant 
entry into Jerusalem riding on an ass*k colt, as had been 
foretold by the prophet, and was received with the joy 
ful acclamations of the multitude, as well as those ot 
his disciples. 

Let us, therefore, assist at the ceremony of this day 
with recollection and piety: and whilst we bear the 
Palms in our hands, let us adore him who conquered 
hell by his 4eath, and endeavour to >artake of his 
triumph, by overcoming sin, and every inclination 
contrary to the spirit of God. 

jyitr sprinkling the Holy Water, as u*ual on othet 
Sundays, the Office begins thus :

The PASSION of our LORD JESUS CHRIST, 
according to Matt. xxvL and xxvii. 
ftT that time; Jesus said to his disciples: You 
vJL know that after two days shall be the pasch, 
and the Son of Man shall be delivered up to be cru¬ 
cified. Then were gathered together the chief 
priests and ancients of the people into the court of 
the high priest, who was called Caiphas: and they 
consulted together, that by subtilty they might ap¬ 
prehend Jesus, and put him to death. But they 
said: Not on the festival day, lest perhaps there 
should be a tumult amongst the people. And when 
Jesus was in Bethania, in the house of Simon the 
leper, there came to him a woman having an 
alabaster-box of precious ointment, and poured it 
on his head as he was at table. And the disciples 
seeing it, had indignation, saying: To what pur¬ 
pose is this waste ? For this might have been sold for 
much, and given to the poor. And Jesus knowing 
a, said to them: why do you trouble this woman* 
for she has wrought a good work upon me. Fortne 
poor you have always with you, but me you have not 
always. For she, in pouring this ointment upon 
my body, hath done it for my burial. Amen, I say 
to you, wheresoever this gospel shall be preached in 
the whole world, that also which she hath done, 
shall be told for a memory of her. Then went one 
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of the twelve, who was called Judas Iscariot, to the 
chief priests, and said to them: What will you give 
me, and I will deliver him unto you ? But they ap¬ 
pointed him thirty pieces of silver. And from thence¬ 
forth he sought an opportunity to betray him. And 
on the first day of the Azymes the disciples came to 
Jesus, saying: Where wilt thou that we prepare for 
thee to eat the pasch? But Jesus said: Go ye into 
the city to a certain man, and say to him: The Master 
saith iny time is near at hand, I will keep the pasch 
at thy house with my disciples. And the disciples 
did as Jesus appointed to them, and they prepared 
the pasch. Now when it was evening, he sat 
down with his twelve disciples. And whilst they 
were eating, he said: Amen, I say to you, that one 
of you is about to betray me. And they being veiy 
much troubled, began every one to say: Is it I, 
Lord P But he answering said: He that dippeth his 
hand with me in the dish, he shall betray me. The 
Bon of man indeed goeth, as it is written of him; 
but wo to that man, by whom the Son of Man, shall 
be betrayed. It were better for him, if that inan 
had not been bom. And Judas, that betrayed him, 
answering said: Is it 1, Rabbi ? He saith to him* 
Thou hast said it. And whilst they were at supper, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed, and broke; *and gave 
to his disciples, and said: Take ye, and eat: this 
is my body. And taking the chalice he gave thanks: 
and gave to them, saying: Drink ye all of this. For 
this is my blood of the New Testament which shall 
be shed for many for the remission of sms. And I say 
to you, 1 will not drink from henceforth of this 
fruit of the vine, until that day when I shall drink it 
new with you in the kingdom of my Father. And a 
hymn being said, they went out into mount Olivet.

Could you not watch one hour with me, 
Watch ye, aud pray that ye enter not into tempta¬ 
tion. The spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is 
weak. Again the second time he went, and pray¬ 
ed, saying: My Father, if this chalice may not pass 
away but I must drink it, thy will be done. Aud 
he cometh again, and findeth them sleeping; for their 
eyes were heavy. And leaving them, he went 
again'; and he prayed the third time, saying the sel£ 
same words. Then he cometh to his disciples, and 
saith to them: Sleep ye now, and take your rest* 
behold the hour is at hand, and the Son of Man 
shall be betrayed into the hands of sinners. ftisc% 
let us go: behold he is at hand that will l)etray me. 
As he yet spoke, behold Judas, one of the twelve, 
came, and with him a great multitude with swords 
Ind clubs, sent from the chief priests and the anci- 
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ents of the people. And he that had bet yfiyed him, gave 
them a sign, saying: Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
is he, hold him fast. And forthwith coming to Je¬ 
sus, he said: Hail, Rabbi. And he kissed him. 
And Jesus said to him: Friend, whereto art thou 
come? Then they came up and laid hands on Je¬ 
sus, and held him. And behold one of them that 
were with Jesus, stretching forth his hand, drew out 
bis sword; and striking the servant of the high 
priest, cut off his ear. Then Jesus said to him: 
Put up again thy sword into its place; for all that 
take the sword, shall perish with the sword. Think- 
est thou that I cannot ask my Father, and he will 
give me presently more than twelve legions of 
angels ? How then shall the scriptures be fulfilled, 
that so it must be done ? In that same hour Jesus 
said to the multitude ? You are come out as it were 
to a robber, with swords and clubs, to apprehend 
me. I sat daily with you teaching in the temple, 
and you laid not hands on me. Now all this was 
done, that the scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. Then the disciples all leaving him, fled. 
But they holding Jesus, led him to Caiphas the 
high priest, where the scribes and the ancients were 
assembled. And Peter followed him afar offj even 
to the court of the high-priest. And going in, he 
sat with the servants, that he might see the end. 
And the chief priests and the whole council sought 
false witness against Jesus, that they might put him 
to death: arid they found not, whereas many false 
witnesses had come in. And last of all there came 
two false witnesses; and they said: This man said, I 
am able to destroy the temple of God, and after 
three days to rebuild it. Ana the high-priest rising 
up, said to him: Answerest thou nothing to the 
things which these witness against thee ? But Jesus 
held his peace. And the high-pne^ said to him 
I adjure thee by the living God, tW ^*ou tell us if 
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tfaon be the Christ the Son of God. Jesus saith to 
him: Thou hast said it. Nevertheless I say to you, 
hereafter you shall see the Son of Man sitting on 
the right hand of the power of God, and comiug ha 
the clouds of heaven. Then tlie high-priest rent 
bis garments, saying: He hath blasphemed, what 
further need have we of witnesses ? Behold, now 
you have heard the blasphemy: what think you? 
But they answering, said: He is guilty of death. 
Then did they spit in his face, and buffet him, 
and others struck his face with the palms of their 
hands, saying: Prophesy unto us, O Christ; who ia 
he that struck thee r But Peter sat without in the 
court: and there came to him a servant-maid, say¬ 
ing : Thou also wast with Jesus the Galilean. But 
he denied before them all, saying: I know not what 
thou sayest. And as he went out of the gate, ano¬ 
ther maid saw him, and she saith to them that were 
there: This man also was with Jesus of Nazareth 
And again he denied with an oath: That I know 
not the man. And after a little while they came 
that stood by, and said to Peter: Surely thou also 
art one of them; for even thy speech doth discover 
thee. Then he began to curse and swear that he 
knew not the man. And immediately the cock 
crew. And Peter remembered the words of Jesus 
which he had said: Before the cock crew, thou 
wilt deny me thrice. And going forth, he wept 
bitterly. And when morning was come, all the I 
chief priests and ancients of the people took counsel f 
against Jesus, that they might put him to death. I 
And they brought him bound, and delivered him to I 
Pontius Pilate the governor. Then Judas, who be- . 
frayed him, seeing that he was condemned, repent¬ 
ing himself, brought back the thirty pieces of silver \ 
«n the chief priests and ancients, saying: I have j 
twined, in betraying innocent Wood. But they 1 
mia: What is that to us? look thou to it. And \ 
X 3 
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Mating down the pieces of silver in th temple, he 
departed, and went and hanged himself with an bai¬ 
ter. But the chief priests having taken the pieces 
of silver, said: It is not lawful to put them into the 
carbono, because it is the price of blood. And after 
they had consulted together, they bought with them 
the potter’s field, to be a burying place for stran¬ 
gers. For this cause that field was called Hacel- 
dama, that is, the field of blood, even to this day. 
Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by Jere¬ 
mies the prophet, saying: “And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was priz* 
ed, whom they prized of the children of Israel. And 
they gave them unto the potter’s field, as the Lord 
appointed to me.” And Jesus stood before the go¬ 
vernor, and the governor asked him, saying: Art 
thou the king of the Jews? Jesus saith to him:

But Peter saith to him: A1 
though all shall be scandalized in thee, yet not I 
And Jesus saith to him: Amen I say to thee, to-day 
even in this night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. But he spoke the more vehe¬ 
mently : Although I should die together with thee, 
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I mull not deny thee. And in like, manner also mid , 
they alL Ana tliey carafe to a farm called Gethse- 
inanl And he saith to his disciples: Sit you here, 
while 1 pray. And he taketh Peter, and James, 
and John with him; and he began to fear, and to 
he heavy. And he saith to them: My soul is sor¬ 
rowful even unto death; stay you here, and watcli* 

And when he bad goue forward a little, he fell flat 
on the ground; and he prayed that, if it might be, 
the hour might pass from him: and he saith: Abba,, 

Father, all things are possible to thee, remove 
this chalice from me, but not what I will, but what ^ 

thou wilt And he cometh, and findeth them sleep¬ 
ing. And he saith to Peter: Simon, sleepest thou ? 
couldst thou not watch one hour? Watch ye, and 
pray, that ye enter not into teinptation. The spirit 
iudeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. And going 
away again, he prayed, saying the same words* 

And when he returned he found them again asleep, 

(for their eyes were heavy) and they kuew not -what 
to answer him. And lie cometh the third time, 
and saith to them: Sleep ye now, and take your 
rest. It is enough: the hour is come; behold the 
Son of Man shall be betrayed into the hands of sin¬ 
ners. Rise up, let us go. Behold he that will be¬ 
tray me, is at hand. And while he was yet speak¬ 
ing, cometh Judas Iscariot, oue of the twelve, and 
with him a great multitude with swords and staves, 
from the chief priests, and the scribes, and the an 
cients. And he that betrayed him had given them a 
sign saying: Whomsoever I shall kiss, that is he, 
lay hold on hkn, and lead him away carefully. And 
when he was come, immediately going up to him, 
he saith: Hail, Rabbi: and he kissed him. But they 
laid hands on him, and hekl him. And one ot 
them that stood by, drawing a sword, struck a ser¬ 
vant of the chief priest, and cut off his ear. And 
Jesus answeriugfc said to them: Are you come out 
\ 2 
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as to a robber with swords and staves to appre¬ 
hend me? I was daily with you in the temple 
teaching and you did not ay hands on me. But, 
that the scripture may be fulfilled. Then his 
disciples leaving him, all fled away. And a certain 
young man followed him, having a linen cloth cast 
about his naked body: and they laid hold on him. 
But he casting off the linen cloth, fled from them 
naked. And they brought Jesus to the high priest; 
and all the priests and the scribes and the ancients 
were assembled together. And Peter followed him 
afar off even into the palace of the high priest; and 
he sat with the servants at the fire and warmed him¬ 
self. And the chief priests and all the council 
sought for evidence against Jesus that they might 
put him to death, and they found none. For many 
bore false witness against him, and their evidence 
were not agreeing. And some rising up, bore false 
witness against him, saying: We heard him say : I 
will destroy this temple made with hands, and 
within three days I will build another not made with 
hands. And their witness did not agree. And the 
ligh-priest rising up in the midst, asked Jesus, say¬ 
ing: Answerest thou nothing to the things that are 
laid to thy charge by these men ? But he held his 
peace and answered nothing. Again the high-priest 
asked him, and said to him: Art thou Christ the 
Son of the blessed God ? And Jesus said to him: I 
am. And you shall see the Son of Man sitting on 
the right hand of the power of God, and coining 
in the clouds of heaven. Then the high-priest 
rending his garments, saith: What need we any further 
witnesses? You have heard the blasphemy. Whal 
think you ? Who all condemned him to be guilty 
of death. And some began to spit on him, and to 
cover his face, and to bunet him, and to say to him: 
Prophesy: and the servants struck him with the 
p8lms of th dr hands. Now when Peter was in the 
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^purt below, there coraeth to him owe, of the maid* 
servants of the high-priest; and when she had seen 
Peter warming himself, looking on him, she saith* 
Thou also wast with Jesus of Nazareth. But he de¬ 
nied, saying: I neither know nor understand what 
thou sayest. And he went forth before .the court, 
and the cock crew. And again a maid-servant see¬ 
ing him, began to say to the standers by: This is 
one of them. But he denied again. And after a 
while, they that stood by said again to Peter: Sure¬ 
ly thou art one of them, for thou also art a Galilean. 
But he began to curse and swear, saying: I know 
not this man of whom you speak. And immedi¬ 
ately the cock crew again. And Peter remembered 
the word that Jesus had said to him: Before the 
cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. And 
he began to weep. (Chap, xv.) And straightway in j 
the morning, the chief priests holding a consultation j 
with the ancients and the scribes, and the whole 
council, binding Jesus, led him away, and delivered i 
him to Pilate. And Pilate asked him: Art thou ' 
the king of the Jews? but he answering, saith. v 
to him : Thou sayest it. And the chief priests ac- | 
cused him hi many things. And Pilate again asked i 
him, saying: Answerest thou nothing? behold in 
how rmuiy things they accuse thee. But Jesus still \ 
answered nothing; so that Pilate wondered. Now ' 
on the festival day he was wont to release unto them ' 
one of the prisoners, whomsoever they demanded. \ 
And there was one called Barabbas, who was put in } 
prison with some seditious men, who in the sedi- I 
tion h id committed murder. And wi en the mul- . 
tiiude was come pp, they began to desire that he | 
would do as he had ever done unto them. And Pi- , 
Lute answered them, and said: Will you that I re- , 
lease to you the king of the Jews? For he knew ; 
that the chief priests had delivered him up put of en¬ 
vy. But the chief priests moved the people that he

[ again answering, saith to them: What will you then 
that I do with the king of the Jews?

And Pilate being 
willing to satisfy the people, released to them B&- 
* rabbas, and delivered up Jesus, when he had 
] scourged him, to be crucified. And the soldiers 
’ led him away into the court of the palace, and they 
called together the whole band; and they clothed 
| him with purple, and platting a crown of thorns, they 
| rut it upon him. And they began to salute him: 
Hail, king of the Jews. And they struck his head 
with a reed: and they did spit on him. And bowing 
| their knees, they adored him. And after they 
had mocked him, they took off* the purple from him. 
and put his own garments on him, and they led 
j him out to crucify him. And they forced one Si¬ 
mon, a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out of 
the country, the father of Alexander and of Rufus, 
to take up his cross. And they bring him into the 
place called Golgotha, which being interpreted is, 
The place of Calvary. And they gave him to 
drink wine mingled with myrrh; but he took it not. 
^ And crucifying him, they divided his garments cast¬ 
ing lots for them, what every man should take. 
And it was the third hour, and they crucified him. 

: And the inscription of his cause was written over 
The King of the Jews. And with him they 
. crucify two thieves, the one on his right hand and 
| the other on his left. And the scripture was fulfill¬ 
ed which saith: “ And with the wicked he was re¬ 
puted.” And they that passed by blasphemed him, 
wagging their heads, and saying: Vah, thou that 
destroyest the temple of God, and in three days 
buildest it up again: Save thyself, coming down 
l from the cross. In like manner also the chief priests 
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fdth the scribes mocking, said one to another* f 
He saved others, himself he cannot save. Let ' 
Christ the King of Israel come down now from the 
cross, that we may see and believe. And they that \ 
were crucified with him reviled him. And when | 
the sixth hour was come, there was darkness over 
the whole earth until the ninth hour. And at the ‘ 
ninth hour Jesus cried out with a loud voice, saying ^ 
Eloi, Eloi, lamina sabacthani ? which is, being in¬ 
terpreted : My God, my God, why hast thou for¬ 
saken me ? And some of the standers by hearing, \ 
said: Behold, he calleth Elias. And one running 
and filling a sponge with vinegar, and putting it \ 
upon a reed, gave him to drink, saying: Stay, let 
us see if Elias will come to take him down. And ) 
Jesus having cried out with a loud voice, gave up . 
the ghost. *And the veil of the temple was rent in 
two from the top to the bottom. And the centurion 
who stood over against him, seeing that crying out 
in this manner he gave up the ghost, said: Indeed^ 1 
this man was the Son of God. And there were also 
women looking on afar off; among whom was 
Mary Magdalen, and Mary v the mother of James 
the Less, and of Joseph, and Salome; who also 
when he was in Galilee followed him, and minister¬ 
ed to him, and many other women that came up 
with him to Jerusalem.

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IL LESSON. Isaias liii —In those days: Isaiu* 
said: Who hath believed our report? and to whom 
is the ariu of the Lord, revealed ? And he shall grow 
up as a tender plant before him, and as a root out 
of a thirsty ground: there is no beauty in him, nor 
comeliness: and we have seen him, and there was 
no sightliness that we should be desirous of him 
despised, and the most abject of men, a man of sor¬ 
rows, and acquainted with infirmity. and his look 
was as it were hidden and despised, whereupon we 
esteemed him not. Surely he hath borne our infir¬ 
mities, and carried our sorrows: and we have 
thought him as it were a leper, and as one struck by 
God and afflicted.

And 
he shall give the ungodly for his burial, and the 
rich for his death: because he hath done no iniquity, 
Ueither was there deceit iD his mouth. And the 
Lord was pleased to bruise him in infirmity: if he 
shall lay down his life for sin, he shall see a long- 
lived seed, and the will of the Lord shall be prosper¬ 
ous in his hand. Because his soul bath laboured, he 
shall see and be filled; by his knowledge shall this 
mv just servant justify many, and he shalf bear their 
iniquities.

The PASSION of our LORD JESUS CHRIST, 
according to Luke xxii.—xxiii. 

fkT thdt time: The feast of unleavened bread, I 
which is called the Pasch, was at hand. And ' 
the chief priests and the scribes sought how they 
might put Jesus to death : but they feared the peo- I 
pie. And Satan entered into Judas, who was sur- ' 
named Iscariot, one of the twelve. And he went, 
and discoursed with the chief priests and the magis- \ 
trates, how he might betray him to them. Anil \ 
they were glad, and covenanted to give him money. 
And he promised. And he sought opportunity to \ 
betray him in the alisence of the multitude. Anil \ 
the day of the unleavened bread came, on which it 
was necessary that the pasch should be killed. And 
he sent Peter and John, saying: Go and prepare us ; 
the pasch, that we may eat. Hut they said: Where 
wilt thou that we prepare ? And he said to them. 
Behold, as you go into the city, there shall meet 
you a man carrying a pitcher of water; follow him 
into the house where no entereth in : and you shall \ 
say to the good man of the house: The Master j 
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' smith to thee: Where is die guest-chamber, where 
I may eat the pasch with my disciples P And he will 
shew )ou a large dining-room furnished: and there 
. prepare. And they going, found as he had said to 
| them, and they made ready the pasch. And when 
I the hour was come, he sat down, and the twelve 
apostles with him. And he said to them : With 
i desire I have desired to eat this pasch with you be- 
\ fore I suffer. For I say to you, that from this time 
I will not eat it, till it be fulfilled in the kingdom of 
God. And having taken the chalice he gave thanks, 
I and said: Take and divide it among you. For 
I I say to you, that I will not drink of the fruit of 
the vine, till the kingdom of God come. And tak¬ 
ing bread, he gave thanks, and brake, and gave to 
i them, saying: This is my body, which is given to 
I you: do this for a commemoration of me. Tn like 
: manner the chalice also, after he had supped, say¬ 
ing: This is the chalice, the new testament of my 
\ blood, which shall be shed for you. But yet be¬ 
hold, the hand of him that betrayeth me is with in© 
on the table. And the Son of Man indeed goeth, 
according to that which is determined: but yet wo 
to that man by whom he shall be betrayed. And 
they began to inquire among themselves, which of 
them it was that should do this thing. And there 
1 'was also a strife amongst them, which of them 
should seem to be greater. And he said to them: 
The kings of the Gentiles lord it over them; and 
^ they that have power over them, are called benefi¬ 
cent But you not so: but he that is the greater 
among you, let him be as the younger: and lie 
that is the leader, as he that serveth. For which is 
greater, he that sitteth at table, or he that serveth ? 
Is not he that sitteth at table ? but I am in the r lidst 

I of you, as he that serveth: and you are they who 
have continued with me in my temptations: and ] 
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dispose to you, as my Father hath disposed to me, f 
a kingdom: that you may eat and drink at my ta- ( 
ble in my kingdom; and may sit upon tlu'ones< 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel And the Lord 1 
said: Simon, Simon, behold Satan hath desired to * 
have you, that he may sift you as wheat. But I 
have prayed for thee that thy faith fail not: and thou, 
being once converted, confirm thy brethren. Who l 
stud to him: Lord, I am ready to go with thee 
both into prison, and to death. And he said: i say - t 
to thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow this day, till 
thou thrice deniest that thou knowest me. And he 
said to them: When I sent you without purse, \ 
and scrip, and shoes, did you want any thing ? But 
they said: Nothing. Then said he to them: But . 
now he that hath a purse, let him take it, and like- ' 
wise a scrip: and he that hath no sword, let him sell 
his coat and buy one. For I say to you, that this \ 
that is written must yet be fulfilled in me, “ And he 
was reckoned among the wicked: ” for the tilings . 
concerning me have an end. But they said: Lord, 1 
here are two swords. And he said to them: It is 
enough. And going out he went according to his 
custom to the mount of Olives. And his disciples 
also followed him. And when he was come to the 
place, he said to them: Pray, lest you enter into v 
temptation. And he was withdrawn away from 
them a stone’s ^ast; and kneeling down he pray- , 
ed saying: Fattier, if thou wilt, remove this cha¬ 
lice from me; but yet not my will, but thine be 
done. ' And there appeared to him an angel from 
heaven, strengthening him. And being in an agony, 
he prayed the longer.

And they that were about him, seeing what 
would follow, said to him: Lord, shall we strike 
with the sword ? And one of them struck the servant 
of the high priest, and cut off his*right ear. But Je¬ 
sus answering, said: Suffer ye thus far. And when 
he had touched his ear, he healed him. And Jesus 
said to the chief priests and magistrates of the temple, 
i and the ancients that were come to him: Are you 
j come out, as it were against a thief, with swords 
and clubs ? When I was daily with you in the tem¬ 
ple, you did not stretch forth your hands against 
1 me, but this is your hour, and the power of dark- 
f ness. And apprehending him, they led him to the 
high priest’s house: but Peter followed afar off. 

, And when they had kindled a fire in the midst of 
\ the hall, and were sitting about it, Peter was in the 
’ midst of them. Whom When a certain servant maid 
had seen sitting at the light, and had earnestly 

i l>eheld him, she said : This man also was with him. 
But he denied, saying: Woman, I know him not. 
And after a little while, another seeing him, said: 
Thou also art one of them. But Peter said: _ 0 
| man, I am not. And after the space as it were of 
' one hour, another certain man affirmed, saying: Of a 
truth this man was also with him: for he is also a 
1 Galilean. And Peter said : Man, I know not what 
thou sayest. And immediately as 4ie was yet 
speaking, the cock crew. And the Lord turning 
looked on Peter. And Peter remembered the wora 
of the Lotd, as he had said: Before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. And Peter going out 
wept bitterly. And the men that held him, mocked 
. him, and struck him. And they blindfolded him 
\ftnd smon him on the face. And they asked him, 
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»ying: Prophesy, who is it that struck thee ? And / 
blasphuning, many other things they said against/ 
him. And as soon as it was day, the ancients of the \ 
people, and the chief priests, and scribes, came to- ' 
gether, and they brought him into their council 
saying: If thou be the Christ, tell us. And he said 1 
to them: Ifl shall tell you, you will not believe me, 
and if 1 shall also ask you, you will not answer me, 
nor let me go. But hereafter the Son of Man shall , 
be sitting on the right hand of the power of God, , 
Then said they all: Art thou the Son of God ? And 
he said: You say that 1 am. And they said: What , 
need we any further testimony ? For ourselves have J 
heard it from his own mouth. (Chap, xxiii.) And. 
the whole multitude of them rose up, and led him 
away to Pilate. And they began to accuse him, say¬ 
ing: We have found this man perverting our nation, 
and forbidding to give tribute to Caesar, and saving 
that he is Christ the King. And Pilate asked him 
^ying: Art thou the king of the Jews ? But he an¬ 
swering said: Thou sayest it. But Pilate said 
to the chief priests and to the multitude: 1 find no 
cause in this man. But they were more earnest, 
saying: He stirreth up the people, teaching through¬ 
out all Judea, beginning from Galilee to this place, 
But Pilate hearing Galilee, asked if the man were 
of Galilee ? And when he understood that he waa 
of Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent him away to Herod, 
who himself was also at Jerusalem in those days. 
And Herod seeing Jesus was very glad, for he was 
desirous of a long time to see him, because he had 
heard many things of him: and he hoped to see 
some sign wrought by him. And he questioned him 
with many words. But he answered him nothing. 
And the chief priests and the scribes stood by, 
“ftraestly accusing him. And Herod with his army 
wt him at nought, and mocked him, putting on 
him i w. ite garment, and sent him back to Pilata. 
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And Herod and Pilate were made friends that 
same day: for before they were enemies to one 
another. Then Pilate calling together the chief 
priests, and the magistrates, and the people, said to 
them: You have brought this mai to me as one that 
perverteth the people, and behold I, having exam¬ 
ined him before you, find no cause in this man touch¬ 
ing those things wherein you accuse him. No, nor 
Herod neither. For I sent you to him, and Iiehold, 
nothing worthy of death is done to him. 1 will 
chastise him therefore and release him. Now of 
necessity he was to release unto them one upon 
the feast day. But the whole multitude together 
cried out at once, saying: Away with this man, 
and release unto us Barabbas, who for a cer¬ 
tain sedition made in the city, and for a murder, was 
cast into prison. And Pilate again spoke to them, 
desiring to release Jesus. But they cried out again, 
saying: Crucify him, crucify him. And he said to them 
the third time: Why, what evil hath this man done? 
I find no cause of death in him. I will chastise him 
therefore, and let him go. But they were instant 
with loud voices requiring that he might be cruci¬ 
fied: and their voices prevailed. And Pilate gave 
sentence that it should be as they required. And 
he released unto them him who for murder and 
■edition had been cast into prison, whom they had 
desired: but Jesus he delivered up to their wilt 
And as they led him away, they laid hold on one 
Simon of Cyrene, coming from the country: and ihey 
laid the cross on him to carry after Jesus. And 
there followed him a great multitude of people, and 
of women who bewailed and lamented him. Bur 
Jesus turning to them, said: Daughters of Jeru¬ 
salem, weep not over me, but weep for your¬ 
selves, and for your children. For behold the days 
■ball come, wherein they will say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that have not borne, and the 
paps that have not given suck. Then shall they

And the soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, 
and offering him vinegar, and saying: If thou be the 
king of the Jews, save thyself. And there was also 
a superscription written over him in letters of Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew: This is the King of the 
Jews. And one of those robbers who were hangr 
ed, blasphemed him, saying: If thou be Christ, save 
thyself and us. But the other answering, rebuked 
him, saying: Neither dost thou fear God, seeing thou 
art under the same condemnation: And we indeed 
justly, for we receive the due reward of our deeds; 
but this man hath done no evil. And he said to Je¬ 
sus: Lord, remember me when thou shalt come in¬ 
to thy kingdom. And Jesus said to him: Amen 1 
say to thee, this day thou shalt be with me in para- 
dm And it was almost the sixth hour; and there 
was darkness over all the earth until the ninth hour. 
And the sun was darkened; and the veil of the tem¬ 
pi- was rent in the midst. And Jesus owing with a 
loud voice, said: Father, into thy hands 1 commend 
my spirit. And saying this, he gave up the ghost*. 
Mow- the centurion seeing what was done, glorified 
Uod, saying: Indeed this was a just man. And all 
the mulf tude of them that were come together to 
4 Hrre all kneel,and pause. 
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that sight, and saw the things that were done, return¬ 
ed striking their breast. And all his acquaintance, 
and the women that had followed him from Galilee, 
Stood afar off, beholding these things.

The PASSION of our LORD JESUS CHRIST 
according to John xviii. and xix. 
f\T that time : Jesus went with his disciples over 
i/I the brook'Cedron, where there was a garden, 
into which he entered with his disciples. And Judas, 
also, who betrayed him, knew the place; because 
Jesus had often resorted thither together with his 
disciples. Judas therefore having received a baud 
of soldiera, and servants from the chief priests and 
the Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns, and 
torches, and weapons. Jesus therefore knowing all 
things that should come upon him, went forth, and 
•aid to them: Whom seek ye ? They answered 
him: Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saith to them: I am 
he. And Judas also, who betrayed him, stood 
with them. As soon therefore as he had said to. 
them: I am he: they went backward, and fell to 
the ground. Again therefore he asked them: Whom 
seek ye ? And they said: i Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus 
answered: I have told you, that I am he. If there¬ 
fore you seek me, let these go their way. That the 
word might be fulfilled which he said: Of them 
whom thou hast given me, I have noi lost any one. 
Then Simon Peter having a sword drew it: anq 
•truck the servant of the high-priest, and cut off his 
right ear. And the name of the servant was Male h us, 
Jesus then said to Peter: Put up thy sword into 
the scabbard: The chalice which my Father hath 
given me, shall I not drink it ? Then the baud, and 
the tribune, and the servants of the Jews took Jesus, 
and they bound him. And they led him away to

Annas first, for he was fhther-in-law to Caiphas, 
who was the high-priest of that year. Now Cai- 
phns was he who han given the counsel to the Jews: 
That it was expedient that one man should die for 
the people. And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so 
did another disciple. And that disciple was known 
to the high-priest, and went in with Jesus into the 
court of the high-priest. But Peter stood at the 
door without. The other disciple therefore who 
was known to the high-priest, went out, and spoke 
to the porteress, and brought in Peter. And the 
maid that was porteress, saith to Peter: Art not 
thou also one of this man’s disciples: He saith: 
I am not. Now the servants and officers stood at 
a fire of coals, because it was cold, and warmed 
themselves. And with them was Peter also standing 
and warming himself. The high-priest then asked 
Jesus of his disciples and of his doctrine. Jesus 
answered him: I nave spoken openly to the world: 
I have always taught in the synagogue, and hi the 
temple, whither all the Jews resort; and in secret I 
have spoken nothing. Why asketh thou me ? ask 
them who have heard what I have spoken unto 
them: behold they know what things, I have said. 
And when he had said these things, one of the offi¬ 
cers standing by, gave Jesus a blow, saying: An- 
swerestthou the high-priest so? Jesus answered him 
If I have spoken evil, give testimony of the evil: but 
if well, why strikest thou me ? And Annas sent him 
bound to Caiphas the high-priest. And Simon Pe¬ 
ter was standing, and warming himself. They said 
therefore to him: Art not thou also one of his dis¬ 
ciples ? He denied it, and said: I am not. One of 
the servants of the bigh-prtest fa kinsman to hhn 
whose ear Peter cut off J saith to nun: Did not I see 
thee in the garden witn him? Then Peter again 
denied: and immediately the cock crew. Tlien 
they led Jesus from Caiphas to the governor’s hall 
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And it was morning; and they went not into the 
bail, that they might not be defiled, but tliat they 
might eat the pasch. Pilate therefore went out to 
them and said: What accusation bring you against 
this man ? They answered and said to him: If he 
were not a malefactor we would not have delivered 
him up to thee. Pilate then said to them: Take 
him you, and judge him according to your law. 
The Jews therefore said to him: It ts not lawful for 
us to put any man to death. That the word of Jesua 
might be fulfilled which he said, signifying wliut 
death be sh<£dd die: Pilate therefore went into the 
hall again, and called Jesus and said to him : Art 
thou the king of the Jews ? Jesus answered: Sayest 
thou this thiug of thyself, or have others told it thee 
of me ? Pilate answered: Am I a Jew ? Thy own 
nation, and the chief priest have delivered thee up 
to me: what hast thou done ? Jesus answered: My 
kingdom is not of this world. If my kingdom were 
of this world, my servants would certainly strive that 
I should not be delivered to the Jews: but now niv 
kingdom is not from hence. Pilate therefore said tu 
him: Art thou a king then? Jesus answered: Thou 
gayest, that I am a lung. For this was I born, and 
for this I came into the world; that I should give tes¬ 
timony to the truth. Every one that is of the truth, 
heareth my voice. Pilate saith to him: What is the 
truth? And when he had said this, he went out 
again to the Jews, and said to them: I find no 
cause in him. But you have a custom that I should 
release one unto you at the pasch: will you therefore 
that I release unto you the king of the Jews? Then 
cried they all again saying: Not this man but Barab- 
bas. Now Barabbis was a robber. Then therefore I 
Pilate took Jesus, and scourged him. And the ;«ol- ' 
Mem platting a crown of thorns, put it upou hi* 
head: and they put on him a purple garment. An | 
they came to him, and said: Hail, king of the Jews j 
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I and they give him blows. Pilate therefore west 
forth again, and saith to them: Behold I bring him 
forth unto you, that you may know that I find no 
I cause in him. (Jesus therefore came forth bearing 
/ the crown of thorns, and the purple garment) And 
lie saith to them: Behold the man. When the chief 
priests therefore and the servants had seen him, they 
* cried out saying: Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate 
I saith to tiem : Take him you, and crucify him: for 
1 find no cause in him. The Jews answered him: 

I We have a law; and according to that law he ought 
to die, because he made himself the Bon of God 
When Pilate therefore had heard this saying, he 
feared the more. And he entered into the hall 
, again; and he said to Jesus: Whence art thou? 
I But Jesus gave him no answer. Pilate therefore saith 
to him : Speakest thou not to me ? knowest thou not 
that I have power to crucify thee, and I have power 
to release thee ? Jesus answered : Thou shouldst 
\ not have any power against me, unless it were given 
| thee from above. Therefore he that hath delivered 
me to thee, hath the greater sin. And from thence- 
i forth Pilate sought to release him. But the Jews 
! cried out, saying: If thou release this man, thou art 
not Caesar’s friend. For whosoever maketh himself 
a king, sjjeaketh against Caesar. Now when Pilate 
\ had heard these words, he brought Je 9 us forth : and 
' sat down in the judgment-seat in the place that » 
called Lithostrotos, and in the Hebrew Gabbatha. 
And it was the parasceve of the pasch, about the 
sixth hour, and he saith to the Jews: Behold your 
kin?. But they cried out: Away with him, away 
with him, cnicify him. Pilate saith to them: Shall 
I crucify your king ? The chief priests answered: We 
have no king but Caesar. Then therefore he de¬ 
livered him to them to be crucified. And they took 
Jesus, and led him forth. And bearing his own 
\ cross, he went forth to that place which is called 
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Calvary, but in Hebrew Golgotha. Wh< je they 
crucified him, and with him two others, ono on , 
each side, and Jesus in the midst And Pilate wrote 
a title also: and he put it upon the cross. And the | 
writing was JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING 
•F THE JEWS. This title therefore many of the 
Jews did read: because the place where Jesus was i 
crucified, was nigh to the city; and it was written ' 
in Hebrew, in Greek, and in Latin. Then the chief i 
priests of the Jews said to Pilate: Write not, The 
king of the Jews; but that he said, I am the king of 
the Jews. Pilate answered: What I have written, I I 
have written. The soldiers therefore when they had 
crucified him, took bis garments (and they made four 
parts, to every soldier a part), and also his coat. 
Now the coat was without seam, woven from the 
top throughout. They said then one to another: 
Let us not cut it, but let us cast lots for it whose it 
shall be; that the scripture might be fulfilled which 
saith : a They have parted my garments among them 
and upon my vesture they have cast lots.” And the 
soldiers indeed did these things. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus, his mother, and his mother’s 
sister, Mary of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalen. 
When Jesus therefore had seen his mother, and the 
disciple standing whom he loved, he saith to his 
mother: Woman, behold thy Son. After that, he 
saith to the disciple: Behold thy mother. And from 
that hour the disciple took her to his own. After¬ 
ward Jesus knowing that all things were now accom¬ 
plished, that the scripture might be fulfilled, said: 

I thirst. Now there was a vessel set there full of vine¬ 
gar. And they putting a sponge full of vinegar about 
hyssop put it to nis mouth. Jesus therefore when he 
had taken the vinegar, said it is consummated. And 
oowing his head, he gave up the ghost* Then the 

* Here all kneel, and pause. 
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| Jews (because it was the parasceve) that the bodies 
might not remain upon the cross on the sabbath-day 
! (for that was a great sabbath-day), besought Pilate 
\ that their legs might be broken, and that they might 
! he taken away. The soldiers therefore came: and 
they broke the legs of the first, and of the other 
\ that was crucified with him. But after they came 
■ to Jesus, when they saw that he was already dead, 
they did not break his legs. But one of the soldiers 
I witr. a spear opened his side, and immediately 
there came out blood and water. And he that saw 
| it bath given testimony: and his testimony is true

may believe. For these things were done that the 
scripture might be fulfilled: “You shall not break 
a bone of him.’’

A ND after these things Joseph of Arimathea (be¬ 
cause he was a disciple of Jesus, but secretly 
for fear of the Jews) besought Pilate that he miglit 
take the body of Jesus. And Pilate gave leave. He 
came therefore and took away the body of Jesus. 
And Nicodemus also came, he who at the first came 
to Jesus by night, bringing a mixture of myrrh and 
aloes, about one hundred pound weight. They took 
therefore the body of Jesus, and bound it in linen 
cloths with the spices, as the manner of the Jews is 
to bury. Now there was in the place, where he 
was crucified, a garden: and in the garden a new 
sepulchre, wherein no man had yet been laid. 
There therefore, because of the parasceve of the 
.lews, they laid Jesus, because the sepulchre wa* 
nigh at hand.

Towards the end of the Adoration, &c. the Candies 
on the Altar are lighted, and the Cross being placed 
thereon, the Priest, with his Attendants, go to fetch 
the Presanctified Host from the place where it teas 
yesterday deposited. Whfist the Procession is re¬ 
turning the following Htmn is swig.

Having placed the Sacred Host on the Altar, he 
censes it on his knees , and lays it on the corporal; 
and after receiving the Chalice with wine ana water 
from the Deacon, he censes both Host and Chalice, 
saying:

Places O Lord, a 
guard upon ray raoutli, and a gate of prtidence be¬ 
fore my lips, that my heart may not wander after 
words of malice, to seek excuses in sin. 

On returning the Censer to the Deacon he says : 

M AY the Lord kindle in us the fire of his tove, 
and the fiarne of everlasting charity. 

Then he washes his Jingtrjt without saying any thing; 
afterwards he bows down at the middle of the attar , 
and says: 

A ccept us, O Lord, coming to thee in the 
spirit of humility, and with a contrite heart: 
and grant that the sacrifice of this day may be so 
celebrated by us as to be well pleasing to thee, 0 
Lord our God. 

Then turning about towards the people , he seme : 

Pr . TJRETHREN, pray that this my sacrifice and 
L) yours may be acceptable to God the Father 
Almighty. 

R. May the Lord receive this sacrifice from thy 
hands to the praise and glory of his own name, to 
.our benefit, and that of all his holy Church^ 


Let us pray . 

v Pr. TNSTRUCTED by thy saving precepts, and 
X following thy divine directions, we presume 
to say : Our Father, &c. p. xxix. 

R. Deliver us from all evil. 

Having answered Amen tn silence , he then saus aloud: 

Deliver us, we beseech thee, O Lord, &c. as in 
p . xl. 

Having devoted the Sacred Host, and divided it 
into three parts , he puts one of them into the Chalice 
saying: 

L ET not the participation of thy body, O Lord 
Jesus Christ, which I* though unworthy, pre 
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■tune to receive, turn to my judgment and con¬ 
demnation ; but let it, through thy mercy, become 
a safe-guard and remedy both to soul and body: 
who with God the Father, in unity with the Holy 
Ghost, livest and reignest, one Goa, world without 
end. Amen. 

Taking up the Sacred Host on the Paten, he says: 

I WILL receive the bread of heaven, and call ou 
the name of the Lard. 

Then he strikes his breast, repeating thrice: 

T ORD, I am not worthy thou shouldst enter under 
-U my roof; speak therefore but the word, and my 
soul shall be healed. 

When he receives the Sacred Host, he says: 

M AY the body of our Lord Jesus Christ preserve 
my soul to everlasting life. Amen. 

Having received the Chalice, and taken the Ablution, 
bowing down, he says: 

G RANT, O Lord, that what we have taken with, 
our mouths, we may receive with a pure heart; 
that as we how receive it in this mortal life, it may 
procure us that which is eternal.

jo wards evening, When they assembled in the t^hurch^

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aad occupied themselves in praying, reacting lessons 
from the holy Scriptures, singing psalms, baptising and 
confirming catechumens, &c. &c. until about midnight 
when the Mass of the Resurrection began. Wherefore 
in order to perpetuate the remembrance of the fervent 
piety of her first children, the Church still retains the 
word night in the Office of this day.

P LENT1LULLY pour forth, we l>eseech thee, O 
Almighty God, thy *f« blessing on this incense 
and kindle, O invisible regenerator, the brightness 
of this night; that not only the sacrifice which is 
offered this night may shine by the sacred mixture oi 
thy light; but also, that into whatever place any 
tiling sanctified by these mystical prayers shall be 
carried, there by the poweg of thy majesty, all the 
malicious artifices of the devil may be defeated 
Thro’ Christ our Lord. R . Amen . 

AJUr an Acolyte has put some of the blessed Fire intc 
the Censer, the Priest adds incense saying: “ May 
thou be blessed by him, in whose honour thou 
art to be burnt.” Here fye sprinkles the Grains oj 
Iucense and the Fire thrice saying: “ Sprinkle 
me, &c.” p. xiii. Then having fumed them thrice 
with Incense, he talles the Cane with the three 
Candles to the entrance of the Church, where one 
is lighted by an Acolyte with a candle from the new 
jire , whilst the Deacon sings alone: “Behold the 
light of Christ,” to which , all kneeling , add: 
tt R. Thanks be to God.” 

The same is repeated at lighting the second in the 
middle of the Church, and the third at the foot of 
the altar; after which the Deacon says: “ Pray, 
Sir, give me your blessing.” To which the Priest 
replies: “ 31 ay the Lord be in your heart and 
lips, that you may worthily and fitly proclaim his 
Paschal praise : in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son &c. R. Amen 
During the BLESSING of the PASCHAL CAN 
DLE, all stand up. 

U 2T now the heavenly troop of angels rejoice 
let these divine mysteries be joyfully celebrated : 
wd let the heavenly trumpet publish the victory of 
our great King, and let the earth also triumph, be- 
ag beautified with such resplendent beams; and let 
C c 
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it see the darkness which overspread the whole 
world chjised away by the splendor of our Eterna. 
King. Let our Mother the Church also rejoice* be¬ 
ing adorned by the rays of so great a light; and let 
this temple echo with the joyfiil acclamations of all 
the people. And therefore I beseech you, dear 
brethren, who behold the wonderful brightness of 
this holy light, to join with me in invoking the mercy 
of Almighty God ; that «he who hath been pleased, 
without any merit on my side, to admit me into 
the number of his Levites, may by the effusion of 
light upon me, enable me to go through with the 
encomium of this taper. Through our Lord Jesus 
Christ his Son, who with him and the Holy Ghost 
liveth and reigneth one God world without end 
R. Amen. 

P. The Lord be with you. R. And with thy 
spirit. V. Raise up your hearts on high. Jfc. We 
have them raised up to the Lord. V. Let us give 
thanks to the Lord our God. R. It is meet and 
just. 

I T is truly meet and just to proclaim with all the 
affection of heart and soul, and sound of voice, 
the invisible God, the Father Almighty, and his 
only Son our Lord Jesus Christ: who paid for us to 
his eternal Father the debt of Adam; and,.by his 
sacred blood, cancelled the guilt of the original of 
fence. For this is the Paschal solemnity, in which 
the true Lamb was slain, by whose blood the doors 
of the faithful are consecrated. This is the night, in 
which thou formerly didst bring forth our forefathers, 
the children of Israel, out of Egypt, leading them 
dry-foot through the Red-Sea. This also is that 
night which dissipated the darkness of sin by the 
lignt of a pillar of fire. This is the night, which, 
withdrawing all those who, through the whole world, 
believe in Christ, from the vices of the world, an I 
the darkness of sin, restores them to grace, and 
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.gives diem a fellowship with the saints. This is 
night in which Christ broke the chains of death, 
and ascended victorious from the grave. For it 
would have availed us nothing to have been born, 
Unless we had also the advantage of being redeemed. 
O the wonders of thy mercy towards us! O the 
inestimable excess of thy love. Thou didst deliver 
up thy Son to redeem a slave! O truly necessary 
sin of Adam, which hath been blotted out by the 
death of Christ! O happy fault, which deserved 
such and so great a Redeemer! O truly blessed 
night, which alone wast privileged to know the hour 
and moment when Christ rose again from the dead! 
This is the night of which it is written: “ And the 
night shall be as light as day: and the night shineth 
upon me in my pleasures.” The sacredness there¬ 
fore of this night puts crimes to flight, washes away 
sin, and restores innocence to the fallen, and joy to 
those in sorrow. It banishes enmities, produces 
concord, and makes potentates bow. 

Here the Deacon fixes the five Grains of Incense 
the Candle in the form of a Cross , and then goes on: 


R ECEIVE, therefore, O Holy Father, on this sa¬ 
cred night, the evening sacrifice of this incense, 
which thy holy Church, by the hands of her minis¬ 
ters, presents to thee in the solemn oblation of this 
wax candle, made out of the labour of bees. But 
now we know the meaning of the encomiums of this 
taper lighted from this sparkling fire to the honour of 
God. (Here he lights the Pascha* Candle.) Which 
fire, though now divided, suffers no loss from the 
communication of its light, whilst it feeds on the 
melted wax produced by the bee to make this taper. 
(Here the lamps are lighted.) O truly blessed night, 
which plundered the Egyptians, and enriched the 
Hebrews! O night, in which heaven is united to 
earth, and God to man! We beseech thee, there 
fore, O Lord, that this taper, consecrated to the 
Cc2 
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honour of thy name, may continue burning to dtafi 
pate the darkness of this night; and being accepted 
fcy thee as a sweet odour, it may be joined to the 
lights of heaven. Let the morning star find it burn¬ 
ing: that morning star, 1 mean, which never sets; 
who, returning from the grave, darted forth his be¬ 
nign rays upon mankind. We beseech thee, there¬ 
fore, O Lord, to grant us peace during this Paschal 
solemnity, and with thine uninterrupted protection 
to rule, govern, and preserve us thy servants, and 
all the clergy and devout laity; together with our 
holy father Pope N. and our Bishop N. Look down 
also on our pious King N. and since thou knowest 
O God, the desires of his heart, grant, by the ineffa¬ 
ble grace of thy goodness and mercy, that he may 
enjoy with all his people, an uninterrupted peace 
and heavenly victory. Thro’. R. Amen. 

Then are read the Lessons called Prophecies for the 
Instruction of the Catechumens. 

I. PROPHECY. Gen. i. ii.—In the beginning 
God created heaven and earth. And the earth was 
void and empty, and darkness was upon the face of 
the deep; and the Spirit of God moved over the 
waters. And God said: be light made. And light 
was made. And God saw the light that it was 
good: and he divided the light from the darkness. 
And he called the light day, and the darkness night; 
and there was evening and morning one day. And 
God said: Let there be a firmament made amidst 
the waters: and let it divide the waters from the 
waters. And God made a firmament, and divided 
die waters that were under the firmament from those 
that were above the firmament. And it was so. 
And God called the firmament, Heaven: and the 
evening and morning were the second day. God 
also said: Let the waters that are under the heaven 
lie gathered together into om place: and let the 
dry land appear. And it was so done. And God 
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emitted the dry land Earth: and the gathering toge¬ 
ther of the waters, he called Seas. And God saw 
that it was good. And he said: let the earth bring 
forth the green herb, and suo v as may seed, and the 
fruit tree yielding fruit afle: its kind, which muy 
have seed in itself upon the earth. And it was so 
done. And the earth brought forth the green herb, 
and such as yieldeth seed according to its kind, and 
the tree that beareth fruit, having seed each on$ ac¬ 
cording to its kind. And God saw that it was good. 
And the evening and the morning were the third 
day. And God said: Let there be lights made vn 
the firmament of heaven, to divide the day and the 
night, and let them be for signs, and for seasons, 
and for days and years; to shine in the firmament 
of heaven, and to give light upon the earth. And 
it was so done. And God made two great lights; a 
greater light to rule the day, and a lesser light to 
rule the night; and stars. And he set them in the 
firmament of heaven, to shine upon the earth. And 
to rule the day and the night, and to divide the 
light and the darkness. And God saw that it was 
good. And the evening and morning were the 
fourth day. God also said: Let the waters bring 
forth the creeping creature having life, and the fowl 
that may fly over the earth under the firmament of 
heaven. And God created the great whales, and 
every living and moving creature, which the waters 
brought forth, according to their kinds, and every 
winged fowl according to its kind. And God saw 
that it was good. And he blessed them, saying; 
increase and multiply, and fill the waters of the sea; 
and let the birds be multiplied upon the earth. 
And the evening and morning were the fifth day 
And God said: Let the earth bring forth the living 
creature in its kind, cattle, and creeping things, and 
beasts of the earth according to their rinds; and it 
Was so done. And God made the beasts of the 
C c 3 
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earth according to their kinds, and cattle, and every 
thing that creepeth on the earth after its kind. And 
God saw that it was good. And lie said : Lf t us 
make man to our image and likeness, and let him 
have dominion over the fishes of the sea, and the 
fowls of the air, and the beasts, and the whole earth, 
and every creeping creature that moveth upon the 
earth. And God created man to bis own image: to 
the image of God he created him: male and female 
he created them. And God blessed them, saying: 
Increase and multiply, and fill the earth, and sub¬ 
due k, and rule over the fishes of the sea, and the 
fowls of the air, and all living creatures that move 
upon the earth. And God said: Behold I have 
given you every herb bearing seed upon the earth, 
and all trees that have in themselves seed of their 
own kind, to be your meat: and to all beasts of the 
earth, and to every fowl of the air, and to all that 
move upon the earth, and wherein there is life, that 
yon may have to feed upon. And it was so done. 
And God saw all the things that he had made, and 
they were very good. And the evening and morning 
were the sixth day. (Chap ii.) So the heavens ana 
earth were finished, and all the furniture of them. 
And on the seventh day God ended his work which 
he had made: and he rested on the seventh day from 
all his work which he had done.

IT. PROPHECY. Gen, v. 31. vi. vii. viin 18. 
--And Noe, when he was five hundred years old, 
begin 3em, Cham, and Japheth.’ (Chap, vi.) And 
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after that men began to be multiplied ; pomthe 
earth, and daughters were born to them. The sons 
of God seeing the daughters of men, that they were 
fair, took to themselves wives of all, which they 
choee. And God said: My spirit shall not remain 
in man forever, because he is flesh: and his days 
shall be one hundred and twenty years. Now giants 
were upon the earth in those days. For after the 
sons of God went into the daughters of meny and 
they brought forth children, these are the mighty 
men of old, men of renown. And God seeing that 
the wickedness of men was great on the earth, and 
that all the thought of their heart was bent upon 
evil at all times, it repented him that he had made 
man on the earth. And being touched inwardly 
with sorrow of heart, he said; I will destroy man, 
whom I have created, from the face >f the earth, 
from man even to beasts, from the creeping thing 
even to the fowls of the air, for it repenteth me that 
I have made them. But Noe found grace before the 
Lord. These are the generations of Noe: Noe was 
a just and perfect man in his generation, he walked 
with God. And he begot three sons, Sem, Cham, 
and Japheth. And the earth was corrupted before 
God, and was filled with iniquity. And when God 
had seen that the earth was corrupted (for all flesh 
had corrupted its way upon the earth) he said to 
Noe: the end of all flesh is come before me, and 
the eartn is filled with iniquity through them, and I 
will destroy them with the earth. Make thee an 
<trk of timber planks: thou shalt make little rooms 
In the ark, ana thou shalt pitch it within and with¬ 
out. And thus shalt thou make it. The length of 
the ark shall be three hundred cubits: the breadth 
of it fifty cubits, and the height of it thirty cubits. 
Thou shalt make a window in the ark, and in a 
cubit shalt thou finish the top of it: and the door 
pf the ark shalt thou set in the side: with lower, 
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middle chambers, and third stories shah thou make 
it Beholil I will bring the wate s of a great Hood 
upon the earth, to destroy all ftedi, wherein is the 
breath of life, under heaven. AH things that are in 
the earth shall he consumed. And I will establish 
my covenant with thee: And thou shah enter into 
the urk, thou and thy sons, and thy wife, and the 
wives of thy sons with thee. And of every living 
creature of all flesh, thou shalt bring two of a sort 
into the ark, that they may live with thee of the 
male sex, and the female. Of fowls according to 
their kind, and of beasts in their kind, and of every 
tiling that creepeth on the earth according to its 
kind: two of every sort shall go in with thee, that 
they may live. Thou shalt take unto thee of all 
food, that may be epten, and thou shalt lay it up 
with thee: and it shall be food for thee and them. 
And Noe did all things which God commanded him 
(Chap, vii.) And he was six hundred years old, 
when the waters of the flood overflowed the earth. 
All the fountains of the great deep were broken up, 
and the flood-gates of heaven were opened. And 
the rain fell upon the earth forty days and forty 
nights. In the self-same day Noe, and Sem, and 
Cham, and Japheth, his sons: his wife, and the 
three wives of his sons with them, went.into the ark: 
they and every beast according to its kind, and all 
the cattle in their kind, and every thing that movetb 
upon the earth according to its kind, and every fow. 
according to its kind, all birds, and all that fly 
And the ark was carried upon the waters. Ant 
the waters prevailed beyond measure upon the earth. 
and all the high mountains under the whole heaven 
was covered. The water was fifteen cubits highet 
than the mountains, which it covered. And all flesh 
was destroyed that moved upon the earth, both of 
fowl, and of cattle, and of beasts, and of all creeping 
things that creep upon the earth: and Noe only 
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remained, and they that were with h gn. in the ark. 
And the waters prevailed upon the earth a hundred 
and fifty days. (Chap. vi«.) And God remember¬ 
ed Noe, and all the living * creatures, and all the 
cattle which were with him in the ark, and brough 
a wind upon the earth, and the waters were abated. 
The fountains also of the deep, and the flood-gates 
of heaven were shut up, and the rain from heaven 
was restrained. And the waters returned from off 
the earth, going aud coming: and they began ro be 
abated after a hundred and fifty days. And after 
that forty days were passed, Noe opening the win¬ 
dow of the ark which he had made, sent forth a 
raven; which went forth, and did not return till 
the waters were dried upon the earth. He sent 
forth also a dove after him, to see if the waters had 
now ceased upon the face of the earth. But she not 
finding where her foot might rest, returned to him 
into the ark: for the waters were upon the whole 
earth: and he put forth his hand, and caught her, 
and brought her into the ark. And having waited 
yet seven other days, he again sent forth the dove 
out of the ark. And she came to him in the evening, 
carrying a bough of an olive-tree, with green leaves, 
in her mouth. Noe therefore understood that the 
waters were ceased upon the earth. And he stayed 
yet other seven days; and he sent forth the dove, 
which returned not any more unto him. And Goa 
spoke to Noe, saying: Go out of the ark, thou and 
thy wife, thy sons, and the wives of thy sons with 
thee. All living things that are with thee of all flesh, 
as well in fowls, as in beasts, and all cree >ing things 
that creep upon the earth, bring out wit*i thee, and 
go ye upon the earth: increase and multiply upon it. 
So Noe went out, he and his sons, his wife, and the 
wives of his sons with him: and all living th.ag^ 
and cattle and creeping things that creep upoi the 
earth, according to their kinds, went out rf tie# 
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ark. And Noe built an altar unto the Lord: and 
t »i.i ig of all cattle and fowls that were clean, offered 
holocausts upon the altar. And the Lord smelled a 
weet savour. 

Pr. Let us pray. Dtac. Let us kneel down. 

Subd. Stand up again. 

PRAYER. Deus incommutabilis .—O God, whose 
power is unchangeable, and whose light never fail- 
eth, mercifully regard the wonderful sacrament of 
thy whole Church, and by an effect of thy perpetual 
providence, accomplish in peace the work of human 
salvation: and let the whole world experience and 
see, that what was now fallen, is raised up again: 
what was old, is become new; and that all things 
are again settled by him who gave them their first 
being, our Lord Jesus Christ thy Son. Who liveth. 
jR. Amen . 

III. PROPHECY. Gen. xxii.—/n those days: 
God tempted Abraham, and said to him: Abraham, 
Abraham. Aud he answered: Here I am. He said 
to him: Take thy only begotten Son Isaac, whom 
thou lovest, and go into the land of vision: and there 
thou shalt offer him for an holocaust upon one of 
the mountains which I will shew thee. So Abraham 
rising up in the night, saddled his ass; and took with 
him two young men, and Isaac his son; and when 
he had cut wood for the holocaust, he went his way 
to the place which God had commanded him. And 
on the third day, lifting up his eyes, he saw the 
place afar off. And he said to his young men: Stay 
you here with the ass: I and the boy will go with 
speed as far as yonder, and after we have worship* 
ped, will return to you. And he took the wood for 
the holocaust, and laid it upon Isaac his son; and 
he himself earned in his hands fire and a sword. 
And as they two went on together, Isaac said to his 
father: My ( father. And he answered: What will 
thou, son: Behold, saith he, fire and wood

where is the victim for the holocaust ? And Al>ra- 
ham said: God will provide himself a victim for a 
holocaust, my son. So they went on together: 
and they came to the place which God had shewed 
him, where he built an altar, and laid the wood in 
order upon it: and when‘he had bound Isaac, his 
son, he laid him on the altar upon the pile of 
wood. And he put forth his hand, and took the 
sword to sacrifice his son. And behold an angel of 
the Lord from heaven called to him, saying: Abra¬ 
ham, Abraham. And he answered: • Here I am. 
And he said to him: Lay not thy hand upon the 
boy, neither do thou any thing to him: now 1 
know that thou fearest God, and hast not spared 
thy only begotten son for my sake. Abraham lifted 
up his eyes, and saw behind his back a ram amongst 
the briers, sticking fast by the horns, which he took 
and offered for a holocaust instead of his son. And 
he called the name of that place, The Lord seem. 
Whereupon, even to this day, it is said; In the 
mountain the Lord will see. And the angel of the 
Lord called to Abraham a second time from heaven, 
saying: By my own self have I sworn, saith the

But the children of Israel marched 
through the midst of the sea upon dry land and the 
waters were to them as a wall on the right hand and 
on the left: and the Lord delivered Israel in that 
day out of the hands of the Egyptians. And they 
saw the Egyptians dead upon the sea-shore, and the 
mighty hand that the Lord had used against them: 
ana the people feared the Lord, and they believed 
the Lord, and Moses his servant Then Moses and 
the children of Israel sung this canticle to the lx)rd, 
and said:

He found out all the ways of knowledge, and 
gave it to Jacob his servant, and to Israel his belov¬ 
ed Afterwards he was seen upon earth, and con 
versed with men.

Then Nabuchodonosor the king sent to call toge¬ 
ther the nobles, the magistrates, and the judges, the 
captains, the rulers, and governors, and all th« 
chief men of the provinces, to come to the dedica 
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don of thi statue which king Nabuchodonosor bad 
sot up. Ti.en the nobles, the magistrates, and the 
judges, the captains, and rulers, and the great inen 
that were placed in authority, and all the princes of 
the provinces, were gathered together to come to 
the dedication of the statue which king Nabucho- 
donosor had set up. And they stood before the 
statue which king Nabuchodonosor had set up.— 
Then a herald cried with a strong voice: To you it 
is commanded, O nations, tribes, and languages: 
that in the hour that you shall hear the sound of the 
trumpet, and of the flute, and of the harp, of the 
sackbut, and of the psaltery, and of the symphony, 
and of all kiud of music; ye fall down and adore the 
golden statue which king Nabuchodonosor hath set 
up. But if any man should not fall down and adore, 
he shall the same hour be cast into a furnace of 
burning fire. Upon this, therefore, at the time 
when all the people heard the sound of the trumpet, 
the flute and the harp, of the sackbut, and the 
psaltery, of the symphony, and of all kind of music; 
all the nations, tribes and languages, fell down and 
adored the golden statue, which king Nabucho¬ 
donosor had set up. And presently, at that very 
time some Chaldeans came and accused the Jews: 
and said to king Natnchodonosor: O king, live 
for ever: Thou, O king, hast made a decree, that 
every man that shall hear the sound of the trumpet, 
the flute, and the harp, of the sackbut, and the 
psaltery, of the symphony, and of all kind of music, 
shall prostrate himself and adore the golden statue: 
and that if any man shall not fall down and adore, he 
should be cast into a furnace of burning fire. Now 
there are certain Jews, whom thou hast set over the 
works of the proviuce of Babylon, Sidrach, Misach, 
and Abednago: these men, O king, have slighted 
thy decree: they worship not thy gods nor do they 
adore the golden statue which thou hast set up 
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Then Nabuchodonosor, in fhry, and in wratn, corn 
manded that Sidrach,Misach, and Abednago, should 
be brought; who immediately were brought before 
the king. And Nabuchodonosor the king spoke to 
them, and said: Is it true, O Sidrach, Misach, and 
Abednago, that you do not worship my gods, nor 
adore the golden statue that I have set up ? Now 
therefore if you be ready, at what hour soever you 
shall hear the sound of the trumpet, flute, harp 
sackbut, and psaltery, and symphony, aud of ail kind 
of music, prostrate yourselves, and adore the statue 
which I have made: but if you do not adore, you 
shall be cast in the same hour iuto the furnace of 
burning Are: and who is the God that shall deliver 
you out of my hand ? Sidrach, Misach, and Abed¬ 
nago answered and said to king Nabuchodouosor: 
We have no occasion to answer thee concerning 
this matter. For behold our God, w hom we wor¬ 
ship, is able to save us from the furnace of burning 
fire, and to deliver us out of thy hands, O king. 
But if he will not, be it known to thee, O king, that 
we will not worship thy gods, nor adore the golden 
statue which thou hast set up. Then w as Nabucho¬ 
donosor filled with fury : and the countenance of his 
face was changed against Sidrach, Misach, and 
Abednago, and he commanded that the furnace 
should be heated seven times more than it had been 
uccutAotned to be heated. And lie commanded the 
strongest men that were in his army, to bind the 
feet of Sidrach, Misach, and Abednago, and to caat 
them into the furnace of burning fire. And im¬ 
mediately these men were bound and were cast into 
the flimace of burning fire, with their coats and thou 
caps, and their shoes, and their garments. For the 
king’s commandment was urgent, and the furnace 
was heated exceedingly. And the flame of the fire 
slew those men that had cost in Sidrach, Misach* 
and Abednago. But these three men, that is, Sidrach 
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Misach, and A ednago, fell down bound in the midst 
of the furnace of burning fire. And they walked in 
the midst of the flame praising God, and blessing the 
Lord.

I T is truly meet and just, right and available to 
salvation, to give thee thanlS always, and in all 
places, O holy Lord, almighty Father, and eternal 
God: who, by thy invisible power, dost wonder¬ 
fully produce the effects of thy sacraments: and, 
ihough we are unworthy to administer such great 
mysteries, yet, as thou dost not abandon the gifts of 
thy grace, so thou inclinest the ears of thy goodness 
even to our prayers. O God, whose spirit in the 
very beginning of the world moved upon the waters; 
that even then the nature of water might receive 
the virtue of sanctification : O God, who by water 
didst wash away the crimes of a guilty world, and 
by the overflowing of the deluge didst give us a 
figure of regeneration; that one and the same ele¬ 
ment might, in a mystery, be the end of vice, and

Cross. 

Who, by a secret mixture of his divine virtue, 
may render this water fruitful for the regeneration 
of men : to the end that those, who are to be sancti¬ 
fied in the immaculate womb of this divine font, 
and are to be born again new creatures, may come 
forth a heavenly offspring; and that all, however, 
distinguished by age in time, or sex in body, may 
be brought forth to the same infancy by grace, their 
spiritual mother. Therefore may all unclean spirits, 
by thy command, O Lord, depart from hence* 
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Titoy aH tiie malice of diabolical wiles be entirely 
banished; may no power of the enemy prevail here 
»ct him not fly about to lay his snares: let him net 
creep in by his secret artifices; let him not corrupt 
with his infection. 

Here he touches the Water with his Huid. 

May this holy and innocent creature be free from 
all assaults of the enemy, and purified by the de- 1 
stmction of all his malice. May it become a living 
fountain, a regenerating water, a purifying stream: 
that all those, that are to be washed in this saving 
bath, may obtain, by the efficacy of the Holy Ghost, 
the grace of a perfect purification. 

Here he makes the Sign of the Cross thrice over the 
Font, saying: 

Wherefore I bless thee, O creature of wate**, by 
the living + God, by the true •{• God, by the 
holy «J* God; by that God, who in the lieginning 
separated thee by his word from the dry land, and 
wjiose spirit moved upon thee. 

[Here he divides the Water with his Hand, and throws 
some of it out towards the four quarters of the World.] 
Who made thee flow from the fountain of para¬ 
dise, and commanded thee to water the whole earth 
with thy four rivers. Who changing thy bitterness 
in the desert into sweetness, made thee fit to drink; 
and produced thee out of a rock to quench the thirst 
of the people. I + bless thee also by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, his only Son: who, in Cana of Gali¬ 
lee, changed thee into wine, by a wonderful miracle 
of his power. Who walked upon thee dry-foot, and 
was baptized in thee by John in the Jordan. Who 
made thee flow out of his side, togethei with his 
blood, and commanded his disciples that such as be¬ 
lieved should be baptized in thee, saying: Go, tench 
all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father^ 
and of the Son, ana of the Holy Ghost.

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Do then, O Almighty God, mercifully assist u* 
who observe this commandment: do thou graciously 
inspire us. 

Here breathing thrice upon the Water tn Form of a 
Crass, he says: 

Do thou with thy mouth bless these clear waters; 
that besides their natural virtue of cleansing the 
body, they may also prove effectual for purifying 
ihe soul. 

Then he sinks the Paschal Candle into the Water 
three different times , saying each tune : 

May the virtue of the Holy Ghost descend into all 
the water of this font. 

Then breathing thrice on the Water, he goes on. 
And make the whole substance of this water fruit¬ 
ful, and capable of bringing to a new life. 

Here the Paschal Candle is taken out of the Water, 
and the Priest goes on. 

Here may the stains of all sin be washed out 
here may human nature, created to thy image, and 
reformed to the honour of its author, be cleansed 
from the filth of the old man: that all who receive 
this sacrament of regeneration, may be bom again 
new children of true innocence. Thro’—who is to 
come to judge the living and the dead, and the 
word by fire. R. Amen. 

Here the People are sprinkled with the blessed Water 
and some is taken away by the Ministers, to distribute 
to ihe people for use in their houses , afUrtoards the 
Oil of the Catechumens is poured in, in the Form 
of a Cross, the Priest saying: 

May this font be sanctified and made fruitful by 
the oil of salvation for such as are to be born anew 
in it, unto life everlasting. R. Amen. 

Then he pours the Chrism into it, saying: 

May this infusion of the chrism of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and of the Holy Ghost the Comforter, be per¬ 
formed in the name of the Holy Trinity. R. Anm> 
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Lastly, he pouts the Oil and Chrism into the Water 
in the Form of a Cross, saying: 

May this mixture of the chrism of sanctification, 
and of the oil of salvation, and of the water of bap¬ 
tism, be performed in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. R. Amen. 

After Blessing the Font, the Priest, with his Mini- 
sters, lies prostrate before the altar , and all the rest 
kneel whilst the Litany [see Rogation Days 359.] 
is sung by tioo Chanters in the middle of the Choir, 
repeating the same words after them, to Christe 
exaudi nos inclusively. Kyrie and Christe eleison 
being alternately sung three times , the Priest with 
his Ministers in their proper vestments, begins Mass 
saying the Ps. Judica, &c. p. xv. but no Introit. 
At intoning the Gloria in excelsis the ringing of 
the bells is resumed and continued till it is finished.

EASTER SUNDAY. 

A LTHOUGH times and seasons in general subsist 
-lx. not but by the order, and for the glory of God, 
/et the Church, when she speaks of the festival of the 
Resurrection , calls it in every part of the Divine Office, 
(by way of pre-eminence) the day the Lord hath made. 
All the days of the mortal life of Jesus, previous to 
that of his Resurrection , were, according to St. Paul, 
the days of his humiliation , whereas this is properly 
called the dav of his glory; since it was by his resur¬ 
rection that the broad seal of heaven was affixed to his 
doctrine,—his other miracles confirmed,—his mission 
proved,—and all his labours crowned. Hence arises 
the Church’s joy on this, the greatest of her festivals.

n the net with fishes. As soon then as they came 
md, they saw hot coals lying, and a fish laid 
thereon, and bread. Jesus saith to them: Bring 
hither of the fishes which you have now caught: 
Simon Peter went up, and drew the net to land, full 
of great fishes, one hundred and fifty-three. And 
although there were so many, the net was not bro¬ 
ken. Jesus saith to them: Come, and dine. And 
uone of them who were at meat, durst ask him: 
Who art thou ? knowing that it was the Lord. And 
Jesus cometh and taketh bread, and giveth them, 
and fish in like manner. This is now the third time 
that Jesus was manifested to his disciples, after he 
was risen from the dead.

W HEN the Diocese of Vienne , in the fifth century 
had been dreadfully afflicted by incessant earth 
quakes, incursions of wild beasts, &c. &c. St. Mamertus 
its Bishop experienced such happy effects from the 
public supplications he had appointed for the ceasing 
of these terrible calamities, that the same pious custom 
extended itself gradually over the whole Western 
Church; and hence it is, that on the three days pre 
ceding the Feast of the Ascension, abstinence from 
flesh is enjoined, and the long Litanies are sung in 
solemn procession in catholic countries: that the wrath 
of God being appeased by the abstinence and prayers 
of his Church, we may avert those punishments which 
are justly due to our sins.

But into the second, 
the high-priest aloue, once a year; not without 
blood, w r hich he offereth for his own, and the people’s 
ignorance: the Holy Ghost signifying this, that the 
way into the Holies was not yet made manifest 
whilst the former tabernacle was yet standing, 
Which is a parable of the time then present: accord¬ 
ing to which gifts and sacrifices are offered, which 
cannot, as to the conscience, make him perfect that 
serveth, only in meats and in drinks, and divers wash¬ 
ings, and justices of the flesh, laid on them until the 
time of correction. But Christ being come an high- 
priest of the good things to come, by a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle not made with hands, that is, 
not of this creation : neither by the blood of goats, or 
of calves, but by his own blood, entered once into 
the Holies, having obtained eternal redemption.

tombs served for an altar , so it has ever since been the 
chstom to put the relics of some Saint in, or beneath 
altar stones. The MaSs was not offered to the Mar¬ 
tyr, but to the God of Martyrs, to whom alone sa¬ 
crifice is due, to thank him as well for the strength and 
courage wherewith he had animated them, as for that 
state of bliss to which he has admitted them. Such was 
the origin of the festivals of the Saints.

T HIS feast is kept, not only in remembrance of our 
Saviour’s Presentation in the Temple forty days 
after his birth, (in compliance with the law of Moses, 
Ley. xii.) but also in commemoration of his blessed 
Mothers purifying herself, by offering that sa¬ 
crifice in the temple, which was prescribed by the 
same law.

with him let us also offer up ourselves, as purified by 
his blood to his Eternal Father.
